NATION 
ELOVED 
LAST RITES AT CANTON 


Gauton. Ohio, Sept. li).— With majestic solemnity, surrounded by his 
countrymen and his townspeople, in the presence of the president of the 
United Stan s, the cabinet, justices of the supreme court, senators and repre­ 
sentatives in congress, the heads of military and naval establishm ents, the 
governors 01 slates and a great concourse of people who had known and loved 
him, all that is mortal of the third president to fall by an assassin's bullet 
was today committed to the tomb. 
It was a spectacle of lnournlul grandeur. 
Canton ceased to be a town and 
swelled to the proportions of a great city. 
From every city and ham let in 
Ohio, from the remofn cni'tinvs of tho south and from the east and west the 
human tide (lowed into the town until 100,000 people were within its gates, 
here to pay their Iasi tribute to the fallen chief. 
The final scenes at the First 
Methodist church. w]kti' the funeral service was held, and at the beautiful 
W est Lawn cemetery whore the body was consigned to a vault, were simple 
and impressive. 
The service at the church consisted of a brief oration, prayers by the 
ministers of three denominations and tinging by a quartet. 
The body was then taken to W est Lawn cemetery and placed in a re­ 
ceiving vauit pending the tim e when it will be finally laid to rest beside the 
dead children who were buried years ago. 
The funeral procession was very imposing and included not on’.y the 
representatives of the army and navy of the United States but the entire 
military strength of the state of Ohio and hundreds of civic, fraternal and 
other organizations. 
It w as two m iles long. 
One of the most pathetic features of the day was the absence of Mrs. 
McKinley from the funeral services at the church and cemetery when the 
body of’ her husband was laid to rest. 
Since the first shock of the shooting, 
then of the death, and through the ordeal of the state ceremonies, she had 
borne up bravely. But there was a limit to human endurance, and when today 
came it found her too weal; to pass through the trials of the final ccremonles. 
Through the open door of her room she heard the prayer of the minister as 
the body was borne out. of the house. 
After that, Dr. Rixey remained close, 
by her side and although the full force of the calamity had come upon her, it 
was believed by those about her that there was a providential merry in her 
tears as they gave som e relief to the anguish of the heart within. 
At 7 o’clock tonight President Roosevelt and the members of the cabinet 
started back to W ashington. 
TRIBUTES UF FOKfc.IliNfc.KS 


London, Sept. 19.—By command of King Edward, a memorial service in 
honor of the late President McKinley was held in W estm inster abbey today. 
The lord steward of the household. Lord Pembroke, represented the king. 
N ext to him sat the United States ambassador, Mr. Choate, and members of the 
em bassy. 
The secretary for war. William St. John Broderick, and the under 
secretary of the foreign office. Lord Cranborn. were present and the other 
cabinet m inisters were represented. 
The British ambassador to the United 
States, Lord Panncefote, and maD y other distinguished diplomats and officials 
were present. 
Among the Americans who attended were former Vice President L. P. 
Morton, George Von L. Meyer^ambassador to Italy; Judge Lambert Tree, 
form er United States m inister to Belgium; Bishop Hurst of Washington, and 
Bishop Hartzell of Africa. 
The service, which was fully choral, was of extreme beauty, the office for 
the dead with the prayer of committal omitted. 
Dean Bradley read St. Paul's 
discourse on the resurrection. 
The congregation sang “Nearer, My God, to 
T hee,” to the melody commonly used in England. 
The service concluded 
with Handel s and Beethoven’s funeral marches. 
A stately service, sim ilar in most respects to that held in memory of 
Queen Victoria on the day of her burial, was conducted in St. Paul's cathedral 
and attended by 6.000 persons. 
Lord Mayor Green, the sheriffs, aldermen and 
councilors of the city, wearing their official robes, marched in procession 
into the cathedral, accompanied by several provincial mayors, who had 
visited London for the purpose of taking part in the ceremony. 
Dean Gregory 
and 14 other clergymen were engaged in the service. 
The Archbishop of 
Canterbury pronounced the benediction. 
The great cathedrals of Canterbury, Edinburg, Dublin and Glasgow and 
other cities and the churches of all denominations throughout the land were 
filled with congregations generally headed by toe mayors and corporations. 
All the exchanges in the kingdom were closed. 
The services in the Anjerican and British churches on the continent were 
generally attended by members of the royal families, cabinet ministers, court 
functionaries, naval and m ilitary officials, city officials and great numbers of 
American and British residents and visitors. 
At Christiania the services at St. Edmund's were attended by the officers 
and men of the United States training ship Buffalo, and others.

IN HUMBLE DEVOTION 


Colorado Springs people observed the day set apart as a day of mourning 
and reflection, occasioned by the lamentable end which overtook President 
W illiam McKinley last week. The proclamation of President Theodore Roose­ 
velt setting apart the 3 9th as a day for the people to unite in honoring the 
memory of the late chief magistrate was more universally observed in this 
city than was any proclamation ever before. 
Colorado Springs people have no recollection of any holiday where the 
city was so given over to one spirit as was the case yesterday. 
The spirit of 
mourning and contemplation of the greatness of the life whose active years 
have closed was unanimous in the city. 
Stores were closed all day in most 
Instances. 
Drug stores were closed for several hours and there was nothing 
whatever going on other than gatherings of solemn people in their regular 
places of worship where word-tributes were paid the memory of the great 
man gone, divine guidance and protection were invoked upon him who is 
called to the place of honor and of "danger and responsibility to succeed 
W illiam McKinley, and stirring appeals were made to liberty-loving citizens 
to rise in their m ight and suppress anything and everything that savors ol’ 
anarchy or of other perverted ideas and ideals from which could rise a recur­ 
rence of so dread a catastrophe as that which befel America and Christendom 
in the crime of Czolgosz. 
It remained for the evening, however, to bring forth the people en masse 
from their homes to the gathering announced, at which speakers would talk 
of McKinley and of the conditions in which he lived and as a result of which 
he died. 
Mourning thousands received the calm reasonings of thoughtful men at the 
Temple theater and rose as one man when opportunity was given for a vote 
upon the following resolutions: 
TH E RESOLUTIONS. 
Whereas, Within the last seven years, rulers of four great nations, France, 
Spain,'Italy and Austria, have fallen by the hands of assassins avowing them­ 
selves to be anarchists; and 
Whereas. To this lamentable list lias now been added the name of William 
McKinley, the president of the United States, a man singularly honored and 
beloved by this people and by all the nations of the earth, we, the citizens 
of Colorado Springs in mass meeting assembled upon the day of the president’s 
obsequies, desire to give public expression of our detestation of these atrocious 
crimes and especially of this latest crime, most infamous and dastardly and 
abhorrent; therefore be it 
Resolved, That while we bow in sorrowful and reverent submission to the 
divine will in the removal from among us of the chief m agistrate of this nation, 
wo cannot as citizens remain unmindful of or silent concerning certain ulterior 
conditions and causes which have contributed to this awrul tragedy. 
We discover some of these causes and conditions in a too widespread lack 
among our people of reverence for law and the orderly courses of justice as 
evinced in the fact that in this country during the last 20 vearB an appalling 
number of persons has been slain by communities in which they lived, with­ 
out form or process of law. in defiance of law and in the utter disregard of 
that essential justice which gives to every accused man a trial for his life, 
in a deplorable indifference to the sacredness of human life hereby and in 
many other ways manifest, in an unscrupulous public press which, for the 
sake" of pelf, panders to a morbid craving for sensational and detailed accounts 
of crimes of lust and violence, feeding in weak and criminal natures the 
passion for notoriety and continually suggesting and, too often, absolutely 
inciting to evil deeds; in a journalism which deals in wholesale and unmeas­ 
ured vituperation and slander of political opponents and inflames to deeds 
of violence men of unreasoning minds and shallow and passionate natures, 
in a lamentable disposition on the part both of the rich and of the poor, of 
tnose who employ and of those who are employed, to put mere material 
interests above moral and spiritual well-being, and in a failure upon either 
side to think considerately and charitably. 
Resolved. That in view of these conditions for which many are respon­ 
sible. who would shrink with horror from the deeds of violence to which they 
lead,'we feel that we as a people ought to humble ourselves before God and 
seek the Divine forgiveness and implore to be led and confirmed in better ways. 
Resolved, That we urge upon all citizens of our country the severe con­ 
demnation through an awakened public opinion of utterances upon the plat­ 
form or through the press which engender and inflame bitter class hatreds 
and which incite men to deeds of violence. 
W n urge the passage of state and national legislation which will direct 
and insure the deportation or imprisonment of men and women who advocate 
assassination as a political method, or who. upon the platform or through 
the press express satisfaction with such deeds of violence already committed. 
Resoived, That we also urge cordial co-operation on the part of our state 
and national 'governments with foreign governments iu the apprehension and 
punishment of criminals of thi3 sort who may have fled to our shores to 
escape justice or may be here detected iu concocting and forwarding such 
nefarious designs. 
Resolved, That we express our tender sympathy with the stricken widow 
of our late chief magistrate and entreat for her the gracious support anu guid­ 
ance of the Divine hand. 
Resolved. That we express our confidence in the integrity, ability and 
broad patriotism of the president of the United States, and invoke for him 
the gracious favor of Almighty God.

Lord Kitchener also reports that the 
men captured by the Boers from the 
ambtish near Scheeper's Nek, Sept. n , 
have been released and that the British 
casualties in the recent Vlakfontein 
engagem ent when the Boers captured 
a company of mounted infantry and 
two guns were one officer and five 
men killed and 23 men wounded.

Owing to the early hour and the un­ 
preparedness of the Are department, 
but little could be done in the effort to 
save the institution. 
Before the fire­ 
men reached the site it was found that 
the main building was doom ed:‘ There 
were six hundred inm ates in this struc­ 
ture and the efforts to rescue them 
were difficult in the extreme. 
Shrieks and yells of some of them 
filled the air and many fought against 
the attempts of the rescuers. 
Others 
were com pletely cowed and the at­ 
tendants had no difficulty in leading 
them out of the burning buildings.

As the citizens 
of the city turned out as soon as the 
fire was reported and prevented the 
escape of the inmates, it is believed 
that the m issing trio were burned to 
death. 
The citizens of Norfolk did every­ 
thing possible to assist the authorities. 
They acted as guards for the insane 
patients and it is believed that none 
of them can get away before a special 
train arrives to take them to the Lin­ 
coln and H astings asylums.

Pittsburg, Sept. 23.—President Shaf­ 
fer of the Amalgamated association 
has prepared an exhaustive statem ent 
rc-vlewing the incidents of the late 
strike of the steel workers. The inter­ 
esting feature of the statem ent is the 
leader’s severe criticism of other labor 
organizations for their failure to come 
to the aid of the Amalgamated men. 
He says: 
"We were in fairly good condition 
to win without help but looked for aid 
from labor bodies, some of which were 
pledged, and to the general public, but 
especially relied upon the American 
Federation of Labor with which body 
we have been affiliated ever since its 
inception and toward whose support 
we have never failed to contribute. 
“Our strike advanced and we were 
confident of winning until the news­ 
papers deliberately 
and 
maliciously 
published statem ents which were re­ 
plete with lies. 
Our people began to 
doubt and 
upbraid: 
some who had 
been officials deserted us and after­ 
wards, like J. D. Hickey of Milwaukee, 
accepted the terms of the trust and 
scabbed. 
Hundreds 
who 
dared not 
sheep at home went to other places and 
in nearly every mill the trust tried to 
run were many A. A. men from strik­ 
ing mills. 
We knew our cause would 
be lost but proceeded, feeling sure we 
could win if support could be secured 
for the faithful strikers.

can Federation gave us not one cent. 
The report that financial he*p came 
from the national lodge of the mine 
workers is absolutely false.

AT ADOBE FORT 


Report of an Engagement With Indians by the 
Force Under the Famous Warrior of 
Early Days in the Rockies. 


Christopher Carson, know n to history 
a9 K it Carson, w as one of the m ost 
noted scouts and pioneers of the early 
days of Colorado. 
A s a trapper, guide, 
Indian fighter and m an of the m oun­ 
tains and plains, ho probably hits had 
ini superior for eoursjgc, sagacity ami 
the sterling qualities of m anhood. 
R e­ 
spected and-bploved by his friends and 
tvared by his foes, the nam e stan ds in­ 
separably joined to the early history 
oi Colorado. 
Kit Carson w as born in K entucky in 
December. 1809. 
In his early childhood 
his parents m oved to H ow ard county, 
Missouri. 
K it w as fond of adventure 
and lie yearned for the hardy life of the 
pioneer. 
In 1826 l i e first 
began 
tils 
great career as a m ountaineer. In that 
year he joined a party of men who set 
.'nit for New M exico. 
The party landed 
:it Santa Fe and Kit spent the first year 
or so of his new life betw een Santa Fc 
h nd Fernandez de Taos. 
H e grew in 
tltr esteem of his feliow -pioneers as he 
prow in years, and soon becam e a lead­ 
er am ong them. 
lie acted as scout for 
Fremont In his fam ous, expedition 
to 
the Rocky m ountains, alm ost every foot 
nf which K it had become fam iliar with. 
Through his connection w ith 
Frem ont 
qnd through his valor and ab ility shown 
In Indian tights K it’s 
worth 
became 
reognized by the national governm ent 
ind he received m ilitary honors. 
He 
i\as appointed colonel and gradually as- 
’.•nded the scale until at the close of 
u,-t. 
bn!*? the tltR* 
hrig'Mtlir>r 
^•neral. 
He w as the acknow ledged leader 
¡he men who built up the territory of 
'.'olorado 
in the 
early 
days, and his 
iiune deserves to be handed down 
t 
»«»stoiity as one of the ereatest namr 
>f the Hooky m ountain country. 
The 
¡tate has taken steps to perpetuate his 
plory. H is portrait is in the eapitol at 
Denver. K it Carson county is 
nam ed 
ifter him, and som e of the m ost treas- 
u ed volum es in the state historical as- 
•oriation's library are accounts of his 
.ife and deeds. 
There is no particular 
reason for nam ing K it Carson county 
after him any m ore than for nam ing 
any other county. H is operations were 
not carried on in th at county, but the 
county w as nam ed after him in order to 
aand his nam e dow n to future genera- 
;ions. 
The fam ous 
scout died in 1S68 
,'rom an ajieurism of an artery in the 
neck, caused by a fall. 
H e w as buried 
it B oggsville, a sm all and now alm ost 
forgotten station on the Santa F e be­ 
tween Pueblo and 
I^as 
A nim as, and 
there his grave is today, the grave of 
in honest, noble-hearted m an, a typieal 
westerner, 
to whom , 
probably 
more 
:han to any other, belongs the tit.tr. 
‘The P ioneer o f the W est.” 
K it C arsons’ fam e w as not loral to 
the R ocky m ountain country. 
It ex- 
t^nded from the A tlantic to the Pacific, 
[and everyw here he w ent he 
received 
[istinguished honors. The governm ent 
lever failed to call upon him w hen any 
ielicate m ission to the Indians was on 
loot, for Carson w as respected alike by 
red m an and w h ite m an and his coun- 
iels prevailed am ong both. 
In his ear.y days Carson led in m any 


l b attle again st the Indians. 
The a c­ 
counts of these early stru ggles of the 
pioneers a gain st the red m an arc now 
hard to find, only a few being extan t, 
and the G azette prints the .follow ing o f­ 
ficial account of one of K it C arson’s fa ­ 
mous b attles as a piece of interesting 
parly h istory of the state of Colorado: 
Engagement 
with Indians at Adobe 
Fort, on the Canadian river. New Mexico. 
Headquarters Kiowa and Camanehc Ex­ 
pedition, Camp on Rita Blonco, 100 Miles 
East of Fort Bascom, December 4, 1S04. 
Captain:—I have the honor to submit 
Tor the information of the general com­ 
manding the department the following 
report’ of my operations 
against 
the 
Kiowa'aud Comanche Indians: 
l arrived a t Fort Bascom, N. M., on 
the 10th ultimo, with 75 Utc and Apacho 
Indians. At this placc I found all the 
companies composing the expedition in 
readiness.to move at any moment. T left 
Fort Bascom on the 12th ultimo with the 
following1 force, viz.: Captain Fx*itz’s com- 


California vol­ 
unteers). GO men; Captain Witham’s com­ 
pany (M, First ravalry. California vol­ 
unteers», :«) men; Lieutenant Month, with 
a detachment of company K, First caval­ 
ry.

volunteers»,

California volunteer.-, 
and two mountain howitzers. The infan­ 
try fur« e was commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel c. F. Abreii, HSrst infantry. NYw 
Mexico volunteers, and the cavalry by 
Major William Mr( ’|ea\ e. First eavalr y. 
California 
volunteers. This 
force 
was 
accompanied by 7.» [*!•■ and Apache Indi­ 
ans. 
in charge of

Haherkorn. First cavalry. New Mexico 
volunteers, whom I took with me for that 
purpose. Lieuteuaut J. C. Kdiiar aec<an- 
panied me Hri acting assistant adjmant 
general of the expedition.

Taylor, Fifth I’, t?. in fan tr\. as acting 
assistant ij»iart»‘rm»sLiT an;l acting com­

subsistence, and Assistant 
Surgeon George S. Courtright. I’. S. vol­ 
unteer, as surgeon to rny command. To­ 
tal. U officers and o.M enlisted men and 
73 Indians. This force was subsisted to 
includ*- [.»eeetnher :;i, 
I deemed it 
proper to lake wagons as transportation 
as lar as a point kiu»wn as the Adobe 
fort, about _'00 miles east of Fort Bas- 
com, oil the Canadian river, at which 
pchit ! iuti'iiueu to I'uin a (irpoL and op­ 
erate with pack-mulos. I rotisitVrcil that 
the number of pack-saddles at my dis­ 
posal (PH)) was sufficient (*> transport the 
necessary supply of subsistence t<, lake 
me to the place where I expected to hud 
an 
Indian 
encampment. 
Traveled 
by 
easy stages on a practicable wa^-m road 
along the north bank of the Canadian 
river, having to lav over on two occa­ 
sions for one day on account of snow 
storms. On the* 21th ultimo, while en­ 
camped on a creek known as tin* Arroya 
do la Alula, about W miles wes* of toe 
Adobe fort, 1 dispatched two Indian spies 
with instructions to proceed a short dis­ 
tance down tin* Canadian and return the 
same evening if they saw' any fresh signs 
of 
Indian«*. They 
returned 
about one 
hour after sundown and gave me infor­ 
mation from which I concluded that there 
was a iam p of hostile Kiowa and Coman­ 
che Indians in my vicinity. 
I immediately 
uave orders to have ail the wagons load­ 
ed and left in charge of Lieutenant Col­ 
onel Abreii with the infantry and dis­ 
mounted cavalry force, and J moved for­ 
ward with my entire mounted force and 
Lieutenant Pettis’ howitzers. 
1 marched 
about 15 miles that night and a^ain en­ 
camped and sent rny spies ahead. They 
returned about two hours before day­ 
break. when ! immediately took the sad­ 
dle and continued my march down the 
river. 
About one hour after iliivbm ik on the 
morning of the iioth ultimo 1 discovered 
a party of Indians on the opposite bank 
of the river, who were « ailing to me to 
come over. 1 ordered Major MeClcave, 
with Captain Deus' company, to cross 
over and pursue them, and I continued 
my march along tne river. Soon after 
I 
discovered 
an 
Indian 
encampment 
about five miles in advance. I immedi­ 
ately directed Captain Fritz to advance 
with his company and act in conjunction 
with Major MeCleave, who was on the 
opposite bank of the river with Captain 
Deus’ company. 
On hearing the report 
of firearms in front, 1 concluded that a 
fight had commenced and T directed Lieu­ 
tenant Heath, with his detachment, to 
advance, and I followed as fast as possi­ 
ble with the artillery and Captains With- 
am's and Berneys’ companies. The Indi­ 
ans abandoned their camp of about 150 
lodges, but hotly contested the ground 
between there and the Adobe fort, a dis­ 
tance of about four miles. At this pjlnt 
they took a position and made p. stajui. 
They made several severe charges on 
Major McOlcave’s command before my 
arrival with the artillery and the other 
companies, but were gallantly repulsed. 
On my arrival on the ground I ordered 
the artillery to take a position and the 
engagement ceased for a 
short 
time. 
Finding it impossible, on account of tho 
brokeu-down condition of my cavalry 


horses*, to capture any of the stock which 
the Indians bad in their pos<\-:cj,,,lt | i-iv.* 
oiders to unsaddle and the men to hi'.ve 
breakfast, it being my intention lo re­ 
turn and 
destroy 
the 
Indian 
village 
through which I had passed. t Mi looking

I immediately ordered the command lo 
saddle and Ihr companies to lake a posi- 
tion.

Indian^ charged 
so re­ 
peatedly and with such d.-perat ion that 
for some tim«- I had serious doubts f,.r 
tin- safety of my rear, but the coolness 
with Which the;.- were received by Cap­ 
tain l’erney's <•» nimand and the steady 
and constant lire poured into them caii.-ed 
then\ Vo retire npon ever>* occasion with 
great slaughter. 
Th<* Indians now finding it impossible to 
impede my march 
by 
their repeat.-d 
chaises, set fire to the valley in my rear, 
which was composed of long ^rass and 
weeds, and the wind being favorahh- it 
burned with great fury and caused my 
rear to close up at double-t|uiek. 
I im­ 
mediately saw their object and had the 
valley tired in my front to facilitate my 
inarch. I then retired to a piece of ei**- 
vated ground on mv righl Uank upon 
which tho grass was short and upon 
which I knew I whs- out of danger from 
the fire. Here the Indians ayain advanced 
under cover of the fire and smoke which 
raged with great fury, but my artillery 
being in position they were again re­ 
pulsed with grent slaughter. The fighting 
was constantly kept up in rear until I 
arrived within about .V»0 yards of the In­ 
dian village, when ihe Indians made a 
«•hartre forward for H>,- 
r , 
ing a part of their property. However, a 
few shells from my howitzer, which were 
Immediately put in position, drove them 
yelling from the ground and tho entire 
village and stores were in my possession. 
1 then proceeded to destroy the village 
and stores, amounting to about 150 lodges 
of the best manufacture, a large ann unt 
of dried meat, 
berries, 
buffalo 
robes, 
powder, cooking utensils, etc., also a bug­ 
gy and spring wagon, the propertv of 
Sierrito or Little Mountain, tho Kiowa 
chief of the Indians which 1 engaged. 
The principal number'wore Kiowas. with 
a small number of Comanches, Apaches 
and Arapahoes, all <5T which were armed 
with rifles, and I must say that they act­ 
ed with more daring and bravery than 
1 have ever before witnessed. The en­ 
gagement commenced about 8:;!0 a. m. and 
lasted I may say, without intermission 
until sunset, during which time I had two 
soldiers killed 
and 
ten wounded, and 
one Indian killed and five wounded and a 
large number of horses wounded (see in­ 
closed list). It is impossible for me to 
form a correct estimate of the enemy's 
loss, but from the number which I saw 
fall from their horses during the engage, 
ment 1 cannot call it less than 60 in killed 
and wounded. 1 flatter m yself that I have 
taught these Indians a severe lesson, and 
hereafter they will be more cautious how 
they engage a force of civilized troops. 


The officers and men cnguged acted with 
the utmost coolness during the tight and 
my entire command showed promptitude 
in carrying out my orders on all occa­ 
sions. 
I take pleasure in bringing to your no­ 
tice the following officers whose conduct 
during tho light deserves the highest 
praise. They are Major MeCleave, Cap­ 
tain Fritz, 
Lieutenant S. Meath, First 
cavalry. California volunteers: Captains 
Deus and I’urney. First cavalry. New 
Mexico 
\ olnuiet r;. 
Lieutenant 
Pettis' 
howitzers were well served and did re­ 
markably good sen lee. 
Lieutenant J. C. 
F.dgur. First cavalry. New Mexico vol­ 
unteer.-. a<iins as-istanl adjutant gen­ 
eral of the expedition, was remarkable 
for his coolness and bravery during the 
engagement. 
I am indebted lo A ssistant 
Surgeon Courtright. l \ S. volunteers, for 
his prompt attention to the wounded o£ 
my command.. The l*t,; and Apache In­ 
dians acted brav.lv during the day. 
'The Indians seeing 
their 
village in 
Hames lied to the lulls and gave me no 
further annoyance. 
I regret very much 
that the poor condition of my horses did 
not permiL nn* t«* follow them and secure 
the large amount of '-lock which they 
had 
in their pos.es^ion; 
also another 
till.4*«

my glass farther «town tne viver. Tho 
( ompany commanders now reported to 
me that their ammunition, was nearly 
expend«-d. 
I d*-t me.I it prudent to return 
and join m\ w.ik";: :. which 1 had directed 
to follow me slo\vt>.

I have

to Fort llascom. where i exnect («»arrive 
,i !io:ii the i-.th mst . and I will await I her« 
for furllpT iustiMci ions from the general 
commanding.

1 brought 
in all my stock, but. in a very broken- 
down 
and 
unserviceable 
condition, 
so 
much so that it cannot possibly take the 
Held in less than six Weeks, if it is your 
intention that this command again fake 
the field, as I think it should do. I would 
respectfully suggest to you not to send 
it for at b ast six weeks, and that during 
that linn* it be furnished with forage 
for all cavalry Iio i'm s and quartermas­ 
ter's muh s, as they cannot be recruited 
to do good service on grass alone. And 
that while in camp at this place, or at 
the time of starting, my present com­ 
mand be reinforced by 700 mounted men, 
or all of the mounted men that >ou can 
po.-s.sibly spare, anti enough infantry to 
make up tiie 7.x> nu n. Also two ti-poumler 
and two LSpounder rifled guns. This will 
make my command about l.'«K) strong, 
nnd nu smaller command should go after 
these Indians with the expectation of 
chastising them in a proper manner. I 
would further suggest that this command 
V>e furnished wiih transportation for four 
IIHMUII > MO.t.ii.'l* a* *• i t olo 1 iIe 1 i 1 lie LUe.v 
reach th<‘ Adobe fort, at which point. I 
think the depot should be established. 
In this manner I think the Indians could 
be brought to terms, hut in no other. Now 
is the lime. In my opinion, to keep after 
them. They must live on or near tho 
Canadian river «luring the winter with 
their families anil stock, and I think that 
if a command be senL then1 as I suggest, 
that by next summer the Indians can be 
brought to terms. There are Immense 
quantities of bunalo in two days' travel 
tif the point at which I had the fight, and 
I think the Indians can be found thero 
in large numbers. On the day of tho 
tight my men found in tne lodges a num­ 
ber of women's and children's dresses, 
bonnets, shoes, etc.; some of these I saw 
myself. 1 have since been told by Mexi­ 
can traders that the Ir dians have in their 
possession five white women and two 
children. 
If we can take some of their 
women and children I may be able to buy 
the white women and children from mem. 
1 would here suggest that no more of 
these traders be allowed, to go among 
the Indians. On tne day of the fight t 
destroyed a large amount of powder, lead, 
caps, etc., and I have no doubt that this 
and the very balls with which my men 
were killed and wounded were sold by 
these Mexicans not ten days before. Wo 
saw the tracks of three wagons going 
down the river, and you may be sure they

As winter approaches all flowering 
plants, which have not previously pro­ 
duced liowers and fruit, rapidly from 
their buds, then flower and fruit. 
N a­ 
ture knows when the tim e Is limited, 
I and alw ays hastens its processes when 
j occasion dem ands. A short hot dry pe­ 
riod in sum m er will cause m any plants 
to produce flowers and seeds, m any 
flays and perhaps w eeks before they 
would have been produced if there had 
been plenty of water. W ry sm all plants 
will often produce flowers when it Is 
found that sufficient nourishm ent will 
not be obtained to produce a plant of 
normal sixe. 
'Pin* object of the plant's 
growth is to ripen seeds and thereby 
insure the continuance of the species, 
and since this is the end in view , stem 
and leaf are sacrifice«) arid m od nf 
flu* nourishm ent goes to the (lower. 
Fxam pies of dw arfed plants are very 
common. 
The \erb asin a is often found with 
one or two large flower heads on a lit­ 
tle plant only an inch or two high. 
W ith the sunflow er it is much the same, 
and in fact a very great number of the 
plants which do not grow' in w ater ur 
in very dam p places an* stunted and 
forced to bloom by lack of moisture. 
It is also true that the w ater plants 
hastily produce their fruit when they 
an* threatened with drought. 
Tho ap ­ 
proach of winter also seem s to hasten 
the development, of tin* plant. 
At no 
tim e of the year does there seem to be 


so great and sudden changes In the 
flora of a region as at this tim e. 
In 
a few days a plant that has hitherto 
not been noticed will take the m ost 
prominent place am ong our wild flow­ 
ers. 
In a short tim e it is seldom seen 
or noticed. 
The aster is one of the 
flowers that has w ailed until autum n 
to produce its flowers and It now seem s 
to hurry the fruiting process in order 
to bo sure of functioning before frost. 
Of autum n flowers it is undoubtedly the 
fl nest. 
Hlue and w hile are the colors found 
in the wild aster, but there are m any 
different shades. 
Two species of bln« 
asters are plentiful at this time, one 
of which has a much larger range than 
the others, being found in the m oun­ 
tains as well as on the plains. 
This 


Springs ami m ay be distinguished by 
its spreading and branching habil. The 
other is found only near the m ountains 
and is not branched as much as the 
first m entioned. 
The* Illustrai ion show s an aster f A s­ 
ter multiflorus. A il.) which is one of 
the most attractive of the wild (lowers 
grow ing i:i this city. 
The sprays of 
pure w hite have attracted the a tten ­ 
tion of all flower lovers and have won 
the adm iration of m any. 
So 
m any 
sm all white flower heads are produced 
that at a little distance the individual 
flower heads are not distinguished and 
it appears lo be a spray of pure white.

is easily distinguished from other

[ astern by the num ber of tho flower 
; heads produced on the branch, by the 
ash-colored stem and by the num erous 
( sm all leaves 
just below 
the 
flower 
head and of which the upper ones pass 
into bracts of the involucre w hich is 
the green part surrounding the flowers. 
The- disk flowers are at first yellow but 
later change to purple. 
At. night the 
ray flowers close over the disk flowers 
so that the flower heads are said to 
go 
sleep. 
The stem s are very woody 
and quite brittle. 
Closely resem bling the aster and not 
naturally separated from 
it 
is the 
floabane’or crigeron. Tho ray flowers of 
this plant are generally m uch narrower 
than are those of the aster, and the 
disk flowers are yellow, not changing 
to purple 
Another 
thing 
that dis- 
linguisneM 
lie-in 
iioio 
lie* 
ttsUu?» 
is Mio disposition of ihe heads to be 
«o'itarv or at leas! lew on the stem . 
The ray flowers are generally w hite 
shading to violef or purple. 
As a rule 
they bloom m uch earlier than the aster, 
but Krigeron m acranthus, Nutt., 'which 
is seen in the illustration is now in 
l»!oom at. ihe base of the m ountains. 
It is a very attractive flower, but is 
generally found in sheltered position 
and is by no m eans as plentiful as the 
aster. 
Asters and erigorons are am ong 
the m ost difficult plants to diKtinguisK. 
The species arc only « lassllled by the 
difference in si/.e ami arrangem ent oi 
the heads and the arrangem ent and 
texture of the leaves and bracts.

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ORGANIZED LIBERTY. 
S 


OME tim e ago a t a m eeting in Denver, one of the 
officers of th e N ational guard of Colorado in the 
course of a speech made the statem ent th a t 
individual lib erty is the choicest possession of 
the Am erican nation. 
N othing could be farth er from the truth, and the 
statem ent as it w as m ade is an illustration of a danger­ 
ous sentim ent th a t is w idely prevalent am ong the people 
of our state and nation. 
Individual liberty rightfully hold» 
an altogether subordinate p art in our social and political 
schem e, and w herever it usurps the position th a t belongs 
to another, trouble and d isaster are sure to follow. 
Not. individual lib erty but organized liberty is the 
foundation upon w hich our national structure rests and 
organized liberty th e sh elter under which our citizens 
enjoy all those blessings 'that make A m erica the haven 
of refuge for the oppressed of all the lands. 
Individual liberty is th e liberty to do as one pleases 
w ithout regard to one’s fellow s or to the state. 
It is the 
liberty of selfishness, of sectionalism , of disunion, of 
anarchy. 
O rganized liberty is th e liberty of the republic, of the 
union, of the law. 
Organized liberty, u n d er the law and supported by the 
nrm ed force of th e natio n w henever necessary, is the 
resu lt of the struggle and suffering of hum anity for thou­ 
sands of years. It is w h at we have accom plished since our 
forefathers w ere savages in the swam ps or refugees in 
th e caves of n o rth ern Europe. 
What, m akes America 
b etter than Europe is not u larger am ount of individual 
liberty, but b etter re stra in ts upon individual liberty and 
b etter m ethods and safeguards of organized liberty. 
Socialism , tow ards w hich the present tendency is so 
strong, has its dangers, and one of the chiefest of them Is 
tho blotting out of individual initiative and originality, 
the subjugation of th e individual to the tyranny of the 
m ajority. 
B ut in our country, and especially in this 
th c ro is little d a n g e r th a t rac ia lism v.’i!l p rev ail 
to an y dangerous extent, when its real principles and 
practical operations becom e known. 
B u t on the o th er hand, it would be well for the people 
of th is state and of all oth ers to cultivate a greater rev­ 
eren ce fo r the law, and a g reater respect, for the govern­ 
m ent. 
F or the law is th e real safeguard of the people 
ag a in st tyranny, w h eth er of individuals, of classes, of 
corporations or of th e m ob; and governm ent, sustained 
and enforced by m ilitary strength when necessary, is 
th e only possible defense of w hat we have accom plished 
as a race and as a nation, from foreign violence and 
dom estic anarchy. 


The so-called "low er classes” especially, the poor, the 
ignorant, the unfortunate and the distressed, and all those 
w ith whom life’s b attle goes hard, ought to be the very 
ones to stand firm est fo r th e law and th e governm ent of 
the U nited States. 
F o r w hilo it m ay seem to them, and 
w hile they m ay be led som etim es by agitators and dem ­ 
agogues to believe, th a t the law and the governm ent are 
th e source of th e ir woes, w ithout th a t law and w ithout 
th a t governm ent th e ir case would indeed be hopeless 
and they would be th e defenseless prey of the rapacious 
and th e strong. 
W hatever or w hoever tends to lessen respect for law, 
to dim inish tho sen tim en t of obedience to Hie governm ent 
of the nation and th e state, to create a hatred for the 
arm y of the U nited ¡-States and the national guard of the 
states, to decrease resp ect fo r judges, and to encourage 
a reso rt to vengeance ^ '.'retaliatio n outside of the law, 
is an enemy to our republic and our civilization and 
strik es a t the very foundation of th a t organized liberty 
under which alone individual liberty is safely practicable.

few w eeks have brought to m any A m erican m inds a 
sense of sham e and reg ret for words th a t have been 
spoken too often carelessly against one whom all now 
unite to honor. It would be well if the united grief of the 
nation m ight bring in its train a lessening of the b itter­ 


n e s s of party strife and a larger son^c of ccmfidencc in 
tne integrity and good intentions of those w ith whom we 
differ in public affairs. 
The strengthening of patriotism is another benefit 
th a t is already apparent. 
T he attack upon th e nation 
and upon its cherished principles m ust rouse the spirit 
of every true A m erican and lead hirn to a firm er deter­ 
m ination to defend th e honor and the institutions of the 
republic a t all hazards. 
And better than all, if we learn our lesson aright, is 
the strengthening of our reverence for the law and our 
determ ination to uphold it a t all tim es and under all cir­ 
cum stances. 
A narchy aim s at the destruction of all law 
»nd of all authority. 
Its deadly purpose is to overw helm 
all th a t civilization has accom plished and to put m ankind 
back to the prim eval savagery w here each m an's hand was 
against his neighbor and individual strength w as the 
only defense against the aggressions of the brutal and 
the fierce. 
The anarchist aim s his blow a t the president 
because he is the highest and m ost prom inent em bodi­ 
m ent of the law; he strikes a t the people because they 
are the authors and th e guardians of the law; he will 
die under the law he has outraged because the m an who 
does not confess the m erits of social organization is un­ 
w orthy to share its benefits, and society cannot perm it 
its deadly enem ies to rem ain to perpetrate continued 
crim es against it. 
A higher reverence for the law is one 
of the g reat needs of th e A m erican peaple. It is evident 
in the spirit of law -breaking th a t is ram pant in too many 
com m unities, in the ease w ith which crim inals escape 
punishm ent for th eir m isdeeds, in the tolerance w ith 
which society regards the evil doers, in the sym pathy th a t 
is extended tow ards crim inals and convicts, in the diffi­ 
culty w ith w hich judges and juries are found to execute 
the plain provisions of law, and in the hideous outbreaks 
of mob violence in which the cloak of civilization appears 
torn from a form of barbarism and too often the innocent 
is tortured in place of the guilty. 
Would th a t we m ight declare our belief th a t as a result 
of this dreadful m anifestation of the horrors of anarchy, 
the A m erican people will advance tow ards a greater re­ 
gard for the law, and a more steadfast determ ination to 
enforce its provisions and to punish its violators according 
to the penalties and under the provisions of the law itself. 


OPENING OF THE COLLEGE.

H E FIR ST chapel exercises a t Colorado college 
w ere held yesterday and this m orning the first 
classes of the year will be held. 
T here is an 
increased attendance over any previous year and 
everything indicates a very successful session. 
One of 
the notable incidents of the year will be the erection of 
the new science building, th e excavation for w hich has 
already been made, and it is hoped th a t th is may be com­ 
pleted in tim e for the com m encem ent exercises next 
spring. 
The college is one of the m ost valuable institutions of 
the city, both in a m aterial and an intellectual sense. 
It brings a g reat m any persons to the city, and w ithout it 
a great m any persons who now live here would make 
th eir hom es elsewhere. The students them selves already 
form a considerable part of our population and as the 
college grows, as it undoubtedly will in the years to 
come, the students will form more and m ore a valuable 
portion of our residents. 
The college is a school, not only of learning, but of 
character and of citizenship. 
Its ideals are those of the 
loftiest Am ericanism , and its influence upon the ci‘y and 
the state m ust necessarily be a powerful one for much 
good. 
It is an interesting sight to see th e young people 
who come to get th eir life’s training w ithin U'e college 
w alls, and to w atch th e ir developm ent under th e in­ 
struction and the associations they find here. And it is a 
source of satisfaction to all good citizens to know that 
th e re is in Colorado an institution of lib b e r learning of 
ju st th e kind th a t Colorado college Is. 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE WHOLE PEOPLE. 
A 


LREADY it has been th e good fortune of P resident 
Roosevelt tw ice to have struck upon keynotes th a t 
have found an echo of approval throughout the 
country. The first tim e w as w hen he announced 
his Intention to follow w ithout variation the policy of 
P resident M cKinley, em phasizing and assu rin g th a t dec­ 
laration by the appointm ent of the M cKinley cabinet as 
a whole, and as a m a tte r of his own personal preference 
and desire. 
And tho second tim e w as when in conversation with 
R epresentative Livingstone of G eorgia ho announced his 
determ ination to be president of th e whole people w ithout 
regard to geographical lines or class distinction and th at 
it w as the w elfare of th e whole nation th a t he would seek 
to promote. 
This second declaration grows out of tho first, for 
it is a continuance of the policy of P resid en t McKinley. 
Since the close of the great civil w ar no p resident has 
been so m uch the head of the whole nation as P resident 
M cKinley has been in th e past two years, and th e draw ing 
together of th e north and the south, the ea st and the west, 
in one com m an bond of A m erican brotherhood has un­ 
doubtedly been a p art of his intention and deliberation. 
This la tte r declaration of P resident Roosevelt, like, his 
form er one, will be m et w ith a chorus of approval from all 
th e country and will add to the confidence and esteem in 
which he is held. Statesm en do not strik e repeatedly key­ 
notes like these through chance or good luck, and the 
wisdom th a t sees w hat is best in th e m ind of th e people 
and gives it expression a t th e tim e w hen it will have the 
strongest influence tow ards th e w alfare and th e progress 
of the nation constitutes in itself a practical statesm an ­ 
ship th a t is of the highest rank and entitles its possessor 
to a place am ong those whom the nation delights to honor. 


THE DOCTORS IN THE CASE. 
T 


H E DAY a u e r th e death of P resid en t M cKinley 
the G azette printed interview s w ith tw o local 
surgeons on which three points w ere m ade clear; 
the president’s wound w as necessarily fatal and 
no resource of surgery or m edicino could have saved his 
life; if he had been a younger man of stro n g er vitality 
and m ore active habits of life his chance of recovery 
would have been greatly increased; th e bullet was not 
necessarily poisoned and the condition-s as shown by the 
autopsy m ight have resulted from an ordinary leaden 
bullet. 
Since th a t tim e colum ns and pages of interview s and 
opinions have appeared in the exchanges th a t come io 
this office, and the sum and substance of all of them 
m ay be condensed In these interview s. 
As is usual in 
all such circum stances, there is a difference of opinion 
upon m inor points, and there would no doubt be an acri­ 
monious discussion already raging if it w ere not th a t 
the facts are so clear th a t there can be no reasonable 
doubt about the m ain points. 
The wound w as a fatal one, and th a t th e presidsnt 
lived for a week after he received it w as a victory for 
m odern surgery of a m ost notable sort. 
T he operation 
th a t was perform ed w as one th a t required extrem e care 
and great surgical know ledge and would have been a few 
years ago absolutely im possible. 
In a sense, too, it w as 
successful. 
The president died from com plications th at 
the surgeons could not foresee nor provide against. 
W ith the single exception th a t the bulletins sen t out 
w ere m uch m ore favorable than the circum stances ju sti­ 
fied, the conduct of the doctors w as blam eless, and we 
have the satisfaction of know ing th a t everything possible 
w as done to save the president’s life. 


AGRICULTURAL BULLETINS.

H E GAZETTE acknow ledges receipt of bulletins 
Nos. 55 and 64 of th e agricultural experim ent sta ­ 
tion of the Colorado A gricultural college. 
The 
first of these is devoted to a very valuable illus­ 
trated article by P rofessor li. G. C arpen ter on “F orests 
and Snow,” and the second is taken up With a reproduc­ 
tion of press bulletins Nos. 1 to 11. These bulletins wore 
issued to spread inform ation w here prom ptness w as requi­ 
site, or the m atter not sufficient to ju stify a bulletin in the 
regular series. The editions of these w ere sm all and as 
th e dem and has been continuous it has been deem ed wise 
to incorporate them in the regular series of bulletins. 
The bulletins issued by the experim ent station are of 
practical value and the station itself is doing a good 
work for the agricultural interests of th e state. 


A dditional proof of the success of th e new A ntlers is 
afforded by th e announcem ent th a t th e m anagem ent is 
considering the erection of a num ber of cottages 10 ac­ 
com m odate next year the surplus th a t w as turned aw ay 
this sum m er. 
It should be borne in m ind, too, th a t the 
success of th e A ntlers w as not secured by draining guests 
from o th er hotels of th e city, but on th e contrary all 
enjoyed a m ost prosperous season. 
A hotel like the 
A ntlers m akes new business, and its experience would 
undoubtedly be repeated w ere there to be built a t Mani- 
tou a hotel consistent w ith the n atu ral attractio n s of 
th a t place and its standing am ong th e reso rt cities of 
the w est.

T he m aga­ 
zines advertise articles about him, and every­ 
thing he has said about G reat B ritain has been 
dug out of his books. 
M any picturesque stories 
of the president's hunting and ranching life con­ 
tinue to fill colum ns of the papers. 
T. P. O'Con­ 
nor in M. A. P. (M ainly A bout People), in its 
issue of W ednesday, concluding a page and a 
half analysis of P resident Roosevelt, will say: 
"Renan, wnen close to his la st hour, w rote th a t 
he would like to survive to the m iddle of this 
century, so as to know the ultim ate fate of the 
young em peror of G erm any, w hose tum ult w as 
then filling and alarm ing the ear of Europe. 
If th e g reat philosopher had survived he would 
probably have found a subject of equal curiosity 
and u ncertainty in the accession to the presi­ 
dency of this restless, short, m uscular m an, as 
ready w ith his fists as w ith his pen; soldier and 
Iiterateur, realist and dream er, who occupies th e 
bleak W hite house at W ashington, from w hich 
are ruled eighty million of th e m ost active, en­ 
ergetic. vital of the hum an race.” 


At the P hiladelphia convention in June, 1900, a very 
prom inent New York banker said: 


W e are h ere trying to nom inate R oosevelt for 
vice p resident so as to g et rid of him as gov­ 
ernor of New Y ork but if he becom es vice 
president and anything should happen to Mc­ 
Kinley wo would rath er have B ryan for presi­ 
dent. 


The rem ark of the New Y ork banker w as undoubtedly 


called forth by th e efforts of R oosevelt as governor to 


torce the large corporations and m oneyed in terests of 


New York state to pay th eir ju s t proportion of taxes. 


But never w as a m ore m istaken estim ate of his char­ 
acter made. 


Roosevelt has a straightforw ard' and honest w ay of 


doing things but the law of th e la n i is m ost sacred to 


m m and th ere is naught of th e dem agogue in his com po­ 
sition. 


No class of people, no business in terest of the country, 


has aug h t to fear from him if th ey are only one-half 


as desirous as he is of doing rig h t and of observing the 
laws. 


These th in g s he has made so clear him self, in the few 


sim ple sentences which he has spoken since tho presi­ 


dency w as so unfortunately th ru s t upon him, th a t any 


attem p t to give them additional m eaning would be p re­ 


sum ptuous folly. 


He is the best-equipped m an for the presidency of 


any vice presid en t who has been called to th a t high 


office and it is certain he will acquit him self of every 


duty in such a m anner as to add new lu ster to th e fam e 


of th e g reat republic and new dignity and pow er to the 


first office of th e nation. 


COL. JOSEPH W. ADY.

H E DEATH of Col. Joseph W . Ady, w hich occurred 
a t his hom e in this city yesterday, w as a distinct 
loss to th is city and to th e Colorado bar. 
No 
m an who has come here to reside in late years 
has im pressed him self so greatly upon the people. 
Y et 
he struggled in tensely under physical disabilities th a t 
would have crushed a less indom itable spirit. 
Colonel 
Ady’s career is an inspiration to every A m erican youth. 
Ho w ent as a boy to the new sta te of K ansas and w it­ 
nessed its pioneer struggles. 
H is w hole life w as spent 
th ere u n til about seven years ago w hen com pelled to 
seek th e clim ate of Colorado fo r reasons of health. 
A t 
an early age he achieved signal success a t th e b ar and 
w as reckoned th e peer of any of th e g reat legal lights 
who have practiced th ere in th e p ast 20 years. 
P erhaps 
his g reatest legal achievem ent w as th e prosecution of the 
case in w hich th e U nited S tates courts broke th e g reat 
railroad pools. 
It w as one of th e m ost far-reaching de­ 
cisions in la te years. As U nited S tates d istrict attorney 
in K ansas, Colonel A dy achieved a wide reputation. 
H e 
was alw ays an active R epublican politician and in 1893 
received th e votes of h is p arty in th e state legislature for 
U nited S tates senator. 
G overnor Lewelling, how ever, 
issued th e certificate to th e Populist candidate, and Colonel 
Ady w as deprived of th e seat. Added to his ability as a 
law yer Colonel Ady w as an o rato r of g reat power, and 
in K ansas could draw crow ds larg er than any other politi­ 
cal speaker, w ith th e exception of John J. IngallB. Colonel 
Ady’s ability w as recognized im m ediately after coming 
here and he w as soon enjoying th e best-paid practice of 
an y atto rn ey in th e county. Because of ill h ealth he has 
n o t been in activ e practice for som e m onths. 
Like all 
truly g reat m en he w as sim ple in his thoughts of life, 
Kindly and genial. H e w as a g reat lawyer, a good citizen 
and a loving father. 


The action of th e governor general of Canada in ap­ 
pointing a day of fa st and m ourning on account of the 
death of th e p resid en t will be appreciated by th e people 
of th e U nited S tates, and all th e m ore as it comes in the 
m idst or th e receptions to th e visiting duke and duchess 
of York. To stop in th eir own rejoicing to partciipate in 
our sorrow is indeed a proof of friendliness.

Cuba’s Future. 
(Chicago In te r Ocean.) 
T hat Cuba m ust some day become a 
p a rt of the U nited States has been fore 
seen for more th an a century by every 
A m erican w ith ability to follow facts to 
their logical conclusion. The hand th a t 
destroyed the M aine and thus compelled 
us to drive Spain from Cuba simply 
forced a rem ote problem to im m ediate 
solution. 
Those who would have turned Cuba 
ad rift battled vainly ag ain st an irre­ 
sistible tide. The spirit of the age is all 
against them . The tendency is all the 
other w ay. T h at Cuba will some day be 
annexed by this nation m ay be regard 
ed as settled. 
The only real question 
is when and how. 
W h at is Cuba's situation today? The 
United 
States ■ has 
safeguarded her 
against direct European aggression and 
has taken precautions against domestic 
turbulence im periling her freedom. B ut 
Cuba’s economic prob.em, her “stom ­ 
ach prob.em ”—th a t problem which un ­ 
derlies and ultim ately determ ines every 
country’s 
governm ent, public 
policy, 
history and destiny—rem ains unsettled. 
W here shall Cuba find m arkets for 
her products? Like all tropical coun­ 
tries, she can supply com paratively 
few of civilized m ankind’s vital needs. 
Thus to her the m arket question, if 
she would rise to high civilization, is 
much m ore grave, than to lands of tem ­ 
perate clim ate and more varied produc 
tlons. H er n atu ral m arket is the U nit­ 
ed Stales( but our tariff is a barrier 
th a t represses her activities and checks 
her prosperity. 
Thus, all thinking Cubans are rapidly 
coming to see th a t they m ust have one 
of two things, and th a t soon. They have 
them selves through their 
m ercantile 
and industrial associations stated the 
alternative. 
“ Give 
us," 
they 
say, 
either liberal trade concessions, or give 
us annexation. 
W ithout one or the 
other we cannot prosper.” 
T h at the interests m ost conveniently 
designated as the O xnard beet-sugar 
clique, the Louisiana cane growers, to ­ 
bacco grow ers of certain localities, and 
probably some iron ore producers, will 
oppose any concessions to Cuban prod­ 
ucts is assured. B ut it wuld be well for 
these interests to reflect w hether suc­ 
cess in keeping up our tariff barrier 
ag ainst Cuba m ay not be too dearly 
bought. 
These Interests m ay succeed in the 
coming Congress in denying Cuba reci­ 
procity. 
B ut 
th a t 
denial will b u t 
strengthen tho dem and for annexation. 
And when the Cubans come w ith the 
cry “ Annex us lest we starve,” who can 
doubt th a t the American people will a t 
last sweep aside tho local and special 
interests th a t would restrain them from 
the Justice and generosity of g ranting 
the C uban’s prayer? 
Since Cuba's ultim ate annexation is 
inevitable, the course of wisdom plain­ 
ly is to prepare her for th a t destiny by 
such trad e concessions as will gradually 
lift her up to the American standard of 
life and will assim ilate her people to 
ours. 


M r. B ry an ’s T ru st. 
(H artford Post.) 
W illiam Jennings Bryan appears to 
be engaged in the nefarious business of 
buying up all the weekly silver papers 
in the country for the purpose of m on­ 
opolizing the industry, curtailing pro­ 
duction and raising prices. This makes 
Mr. B ryan a very dangerous man. 
We 
shudder to think w hat will happen if 
he succeedsl n corral.ing all the weekly 
papers in his particular line. The sub­

A Novel Revival of the Apprentice 
System. 
An innovation of fa r reaching indus­ 
trial im portance 
has 
recently 
been 
made 
by 
the 
Baldwin 
Locomotive 
W orks of Philadelphia. W ith the aim 
of turn in g out a class of technically 
skilful mechanics and m echanical engi­ 
neers, the company has set up an ap ­ 
prenticeship system offering to boys 
and young men a chance to supplem ent 
their school training with two, three or 
four years’ experience in the locomotive 
works. 
The Baldwin apprentices are divided 
into three classes. The first is com­ 
posed of gram m ar school graduates, 
who serve four years—-usually between 
the ages of 17 and 21—a t w ages of 5, 
7, 9 and 11 cents an hour, and receive a 
bonus of $125 a t the end of their period 
service. 
They are obliged to attend 
night school three evenings a week, and 
study geom etry, algebra, draw ing and 
perspective, in order to be thoroughly 
fam iliar . with the technical language 
used throughout the shops. The com­ 
pany, under contract to teach them the 
“a rt and m ystery of a trade.” provides 
th at their w ork shall be changed with 
sufficient frequency to initiate each boy 
into all tho details of his craft. 
The 
second class serve three years a t 7, 9 
and 11 cents an hour, and receive a 
bonus of $100. The apprentices of this 
class are higli-school graduates, but 
they, too, ore obliged to take the tech­ 
nical studies of the night school for a 
part of three years; and 
they, 
too, 
learn 
a 
trade. 
The 
third 
class 
—the graduates of technical schools 
and 
colleges—serve 
toy 
tw o years, 
not 
as • appretices 
but 
as 
em­ 
ployees, a t 13 and 16 cents an hour. 
Their education, of course, is taken for 
granted. 
Only a few, obviously, will ultim ately 
enter the w orks; If all became employes 
of the com pany the system would be 
paralyzed In short order; b u t in full 
operation the school— f o r'th a t is v ir­ 
tually w hat it is—will send out over a 
thousand 
finished 
m echanics 
every 
year. In tw enty years this institution 
alone will have provided the com m unity 
with tw enty thousand of these skilled 
workmen.—(The W orld's W ork.

A writer in the Naltonal Review sets 
forth some curious and amusing results 
secured by asking several hundred school 
girls the following questions: "Which 
would you rather be, a man or a woman, 
and why?” There is a striking difference 
between the answers of the children in 
Germany, In England and in the Unltou 
States; also between the answers of the 
little girls of New England and of Indi­ 
ana. Apparently the farther west one 
comes the higher Is the estimation in 
which womanhood is held. 
In Indiana only 14 per cent, wished they 
were men and in New England 15 per 
cent. In England 34 per cent, wished to 
be men, urging that men had a better 
timo. more slory and more money. In 
Germany most of the pirls were not al­ 
lowed to answer, but those who did so 
took the sober view that "it is wicked 
to wish to be a man.” In Germany there 
were none who expressed a belief in the 
superiority of women. In England there 
were 4 per cent, in New England 11 per 
cent, and in Indiana 34 per cent. 
Evi­ 
dently the women of Indiana are of super­ 
fine material. 
'iiiu reasons of the So or £56 per cent, who 
were true to their sex are interesting, if 
not alarming, to the masculine mind. A 
large percentage, especially in New Eng­ 
land, said they would rather be women 
because women were better than men 
Twenty per cent, of the Indiana maidens 
were glad that they were not men because 
men’s lives are so dull and commonplace. 
In general, the American girl seems to be 
convinced that "It is more important to 
be a woman than a man" and is deter­ 
mined to get her "share of the world” in 
spite of the men who own it. One says 
she would rather ba c. woman because 
she cannot be anything else 
and

means to be "as good as a man anyway ” 
One Is reminded frequently of Mrs. Poy- 
ser by the replies of the Indiana girls, 
of which these are delightful examples: 
Women are more industrious than men

of pickles last year by using ripe tom a­ 
toes. as specified In the receipt she used, 
the tomatoes being soft 
and 
mushy 
when cooked, the seeds tasteless or b it­ 
ter. Experience has taught me to omit 
them altogether, w rites a cooking au ­ 
thority in W hat to Hat. 
A nother "Don’t.” I would like to im ­ 
press upon housewives everywhere is ill 
regard to the omission of tum eric In the 
m ustard as a coloring agent. 
Many ob­ 
ject to it on I he ground of 
unwliole- 
somencss. others simply from an u n ­ 
explained pre.ludi'-e; but if all could 
note the effect of Its omission on the 
nondescript comliluat ion evolved by a 
friend of mine they would never again 
be tempted to decry It.

taste the pickles with their accom pani­ 
m ent of unpalatable looking grayish 
brown gravy. 
Perhaps they tasted well 
enough, but appearances were against 
them, ami you all know him appear­ 
ances will prejudice the palate. 
Karlv in mv household reign 1 v/iih 
fortunate enough to qbtaln a recipe for 
m ustard pickles from a lady who had 
used It for years In m aking pickles for 
m arket. H er pickle 
commanded 
the 
highest m arket price, and was always 
in demand. For the beneilt of many 
lovers of tills condiment I give the rule 
below, in quantities sulllclent 
for 
a 
two gallon crock of pickle-. 
Two red peppers. 
Two heads cauliflower. 
Two quarts silver skinned onions. 
One-half peck small cucumbers (gher­ 
kins). 
One pound brown sugar 
T hree-quarters pound best mustard. 
Three quarts vinegar. 
One-half ounce celery seed. 
One-half ounce white m ustard seed. 
One dessert spoonful tum eric powder. 
One teaspoon 
each 
cinnamon 
and 
cloves. 
Five 
cents 
worth 
mixed 
pickling 
spices. 
Put the cucumbers, onions and (pick­ 
ed) cauliflower to soak In salt w ater 
over night. In the m orning drain; mix 
tum eric powder with dry m ustard, wet 
w ith sufficient vinegar to mix w ithout 
lum ps: put rem ainder of vinegar over 
the tire, adding thereto the sugar, seed, 
spices, etc.; carefully stir in m ustard 
paste and let boll up well. Then add 
the mixed pickles (the 
peppers 
and 
seeds chopped), and stir all together. 
AfUl i| ;je*;ilia to bubble lit boil Hell 
for live minutes. 


The cleaning of old engravings re­ 
quires special curt, and it is sometimes 
prudent, if they are rare m asterpieces, 
not to confide this operation to strange 
hands, says tho A rt A m ateur. AVe give 
a processor denning, the result of which 
is excellent, and which we have seen 
adopted by one of tho m ost celebrated 
collectors of engravings in Paris. The 
engraving m ust be soaked for twelve 
hours In a flat-bottom ed basin contain­ 
ing a solution of half-ounce of carbon­ 
ate of potassium in half gallon of w ater; 
it is then taken out, shaken, and placed 
between two boards, heavily weighted 
down; being first carefully spread be­ 
tween two sheets of blotting paper. It 
then undergoes n. fresh 
w ashing 
by 
having a small je t of pure w ater played 
upon it for some hours; when It Is dip­ 
ped for one hour in sait w ater (half­ 
ounce salt to half-gallon w ater) and 
exposed to the air for half a day. 
it 
Is then washed again in clear w ater and 
dried between two leaves of blotting 
paper under heavy pressure. These suc­ 
cessive operations are som ew hat long, 
it is true, but, nevertheless, far prefer­ 
able to the proceedings of the so-called 
restorers of engravings, who frequent­ 
ly use chloride w ater, which rapidly de­ 
stroys the paper. Engravings so cleaned 
are certainly very w hite 
when they 
come from the hands of the cleaner; 
but little brown spots are soon to be 
perceived on the surface of the paper-- 
spots which It Is Impossible to make 
disappear, 
it is on this account that 
paper whitener] with chloride is never 
employed for printing good engravings 
or editions de luxe of books, 


Professor M arshall, the noted English

pound of rich cream cheese. 
Crumble 
the cheese and put the hardest part 
nearest to the rind In first, and when 
this Is soft add the rem ainder, stirring 
and m ashing as it m elts; then add one 
tablespoon 
of 
butter 
and

it is nearly all melted add from one- 
fourth to one-half cup of thick cream. 
The cheese will sometimes m elt to just 
the right consistency and no cream will 
be needed. Have the plates hot if pos­ 
sible. w ith a slice of bread on each one.

DEATH CLAIMED 
COLONEL J. W. ADY. 
Col. Joseph W. Ady died at his home, 
l.ilo North Tejon street, yesterday a ft­ 
ernoon at 1:30 o’clock. 
Acute stomach 
trouhle was the immediate cause of 
death. 
^ In the death of Col. Ady Colorado 
Springs loses one of Its ablest atto r­ 
neys and most honorable citizens. The 
announcem ent of his death came as a 
great surprise and shock to those who 
knew him. for although he hap been 
a sufferer for many years, his low con­ 
dition was not generally known, and 
was not really appreciated by those 
close to him. 
Col. Ady had been a 
resident of this city since 1895. He came 
here from K ansas in th a t year for the 
benefit of his health. 
He was afflicted 
w ith lung trouble, and for several years 
this 
w as 
Ills 
sole 
ailment. A few 
months ago the lung trouble seemed 
to havfeffwdrn Itself out and In Its place 
came stomach trouble, and this brought 
on his death. 
F or a year past he had 
b"en unable to attend to his work 
the offl#?, and since last April had not 
been out of his house. 
H as H ad a U seful Life. 
Col. Ady has closed a w orthy career. 
He was born in Indiana on F ebruary 
25, 1851. He received his education from 
private instructors and then took up 
ihe study of law in it. private office. 
He attained to great proficiency in his 
chosen profession and practiced law in 
hi:- native state for about a year. 
in 1872 he went to K ansas from In­ 
diana and located in Newton and there 
continued the practice of law. 
In D e­ 
cember 1S75, he was m arried to Miss 
Louise Parmele, the youngest daughter 
of Pomeroy Parm ele of Peoria, 111. 
In 1881 he was elected to the K ansas 
legislature and served in the house with 
Mr. D. N. Heizer and the late D. Heron, 
both of this city. 
In January, 1890, 
President 
H arrison 
appointed 
him 
United States district attorney for K an­ 
sas and the Indian territory. He served 
during H arrison’s adm inistration 
and 
Cleveland refused to remove him. and 
although a Republican, he served un­ 
der the Democratic adm inistration for 
two years, or until he came to Col­ 
orado. W hile United States district a t­ 
torney Col. Ady started the famous 
Transm issouri freight case in behalf 
of the governm ent. 
This 
case 
was 
waged fiercely through all the courts 
and was finally taken to the United 
States supreme court. 
The decision in 
the supreme court was rendered after 
Col. Ady had resigned his position, but 
the court upheld Ills position and de­ 
cided the case in his favor. 
It was 
a fight against an unlawful com bina­ 
tion of railroads on freight rates and 
stands am ong the celebrated legal cases 
of the country. Col. Ady conducted the 
case for the governm ent practically to 
Its conclusion and the final victory was 
due to his work. 
Col. Ady was once elected 
United 
States senator from Kansas, but the 
fusionists were in control of the legis­ 
lature at the time and he was counted 
out. He contested the election, but the 
fusionists downed him and John Mor­ 
ton of Topeka, his rival, was declared 
elected. 
In June, 1SP5. Col. Ady came to this 
city with his family and has made his 
home here ever since. 
He continued 
his practice Uere, and for three years 
was attorney for W. S. Stratton. 
He 
was also attorney for Sam Strong as 
long as his health would permit, and 
has acted as attorney for a num ber of 
m ining companies. 
His name has been 
connected as counsel with some of the 
biggest mining suits in tills slate. 
He 
was for a time a law partner of Mr. 
R. E. Lewis of this city. 
In January 
of this year he entered into partner­ 
ship with his old friend, Mr. J. W. 
Shea Tor, the present city attorney of 
this city. At the time Col. Ady’s health 
was very poor and it was decided that 
he should go to Texas. 
He went and 
spent about six weeks there. 
While 
there he seemed to improve and he re­ 
turned to tills 
city on April 2 
A fter that date he never left the house. 
He was able to do a little work at his 
residence, but his olllce has not known 
him since his return froin Texas. 
The 
work of the office has been carried on 
by Mr. Sheafor and Roscoe P. Ady, 
the eldest son of the late lawyer. 
A Friend’s Tribute. 
Mr. J. XV. Sheafor was an old friend 
of Col. Ady. 
He knew him for about 
20 years. In speaking of him yesterday 
he said: 
“He w as one of the ablest 
lawyers in Colorado or K ansas, and I 
think this has been adm itted in both 
states 
This can be said of him with 
ease and w ithout exaggeration. 
“He was a noble man. 
His life was 
pure and honorable. His character was 
unimpeachable. 
H is habits were good, 
and altogether he w as a man to be ad ­ 
mired. 
He was devoted to his wife 
and family, and they in turn loved him 
dearly. 
In his last days he received 
unceasing care 
and 
w atching 
from 
those who were near and dear to him. 
I feel his death keenly. I could scarce­ 
ly believe it when I heard it.

as 
much 
as I would 
low a. 
brother."

"There is no doubt in our minds that

so that IE they are founded on fact, tliu 
world, and particularly the world of or- 
ganized labor, should know it.

NATION BURIED ITS BELOVED DEAD 


LAST RITES AT CANTON 


Canton, Olifo, Sept. IS.—With majestic solemnity, surrounded by his' 


countrymen aud his. townspeople, in the presence of the-president of the 
United States, the cabinet, justices of the supreme court, senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress, the heads of military and naval establishments, the 
governors pi states and a great concourse of people who had known and loved 
him, all that is mortal of the third president to fall by an assassin's bullet 
was today committed to the tomb. 
It was a spectacle of mournful grandeur. Canton ceased to be a town and 


swelled to the proportions of a,great city. From every city and hamlet in 
Ohio, from the remote corners of the south and^rom the east and west the 
human tide flowed into, thq town until 100,000 people were within its gates, 
here to pay their lasl. tribute to the 1'allen chief. The final scenes at the First 
Methodist church, when; the funeral service was held, and at the beautiful 
West Lawn cemetery -whore the body was consigned to a vault, were simple 
and impressive. 


The service at the church consisted ot a brief oration, prayers by the 


ministers of three denominations and singing by a quartet. 


.The body was then taken to West Lawn cemetery and placed in a re- 


ceiving vault pending the time1 when It will be finally laid to rest beside the 
dead children who were buried years ago. 
The funeral procession was very imposing and included not on'.y the 


representatives oE the army and navy of the United States but the entire 
military strength of the state of Ohio and hundreds of-civic, fraternal and 
other organizations. It waa two miles long. 


One of the most pathetic features ot the day was the absence ot Mrs. 


McKlnley from the funeral services at the church and cemetery when the 
body of her husband was laid to rest. Since the first shock of .the shooting, 
then of the death, and through the ordeal ofHhe state ceremonies, she had 
borne up bravely. But there -was ft limit to human endurance, and when today 
came It found her too weak to pass through the trials of the final ceremonies. 
Through the open door of her room she heard the prayer of the minister aa 
the body was botne out of the house. After that, Dr. Bixey remained closn 
by her side and although the full force of the calamity had come upon her, It 
waa believed by those about her that there was a providential mercy in her 
tears as they gave some relief to the anguish of the heart within. 


At 7 o'clock tonight President Roosevelt and the members of the cablmit 


started back to Washington.

Tlie name of A. K. Matthews 
paymaster of the company, Is slgnc< 
to the regular pay checks Issued this 
month, while the forgers had plac-r 
on their checks tho name of CS U 
Hooker, the paymaster who signed the 
regular checks last month. The othei 
mistake was the use of tho word "Bos 
seiner" In the name of the pay roll 
while the name on tho regular check! 
this month, is Mtnnequa, the namo o] 
the steel works having been change 1 t 
few weeks ago. Evidently the

were not familiar with cither chanse 
On the regular pay checks ls Inserts! 
the pay roll number of the man to whom 
the check Is Issued. These numbers 
were omitted by the forgers. Another 
slight mistake was made In the imner

All of the forged checks are numbers* 
consecutively and In every other detul 
while almost perfect Imitations of the 
genuine even to the signature of Pay- 
master Hooker.

the only stage of a defense that Judges 
Lewis and Titus could have put to- 
gether. 


Before adjournment Justice White 


announced that he would 
pronounce 


sentence upon the defendant on Thurs- 
day afternoon at'2 o'clock. The pris- 
oner was taken at once through;the 
tunnel 'under-Delaware avenue back 
to the jail.

No. 10. The white powder you send 
ta a volcanic lush composed of small 
fragments of glass. Under a micros- 
cope these appear as small flat trans- 
parent pieces, niany of them triangular 
In shape. Some of them are pitted and 
some have parallel lines across the sur- 
face. They are supposed to be formed 
by bubbles of steam In the melted lava, 
which are blown into fragments. This 
material Is common In eastern Colo- 
rado and western Kansas and Nebras- 
ka. In Mead county. Kansas, on the 
banks of Crooked creek, there Is a lay- 
er of the material 13 feet in thickness. 
The powder Is good for scouring pur- 
poses, but Is too coarse and cutting for 
polishing. It Is used In the manufac- 
ture of scouring soap 
(like sapo- 


Ho), and a Denver soap factory owns 
a bed of It hi.Yuma county, near the 
town of "Wray. 
The composition Is 
very nearly the same as that dr win- 
dow glass, and It has a po'ssible use as 
raw material for a glass factory, or 
posslbly^lt might be used In combina- 
tion with other minerals m the. manu- 
facture of Portland cement. Without 
large capital It would hardly be possible 
to secure a. profitable use of this de- 
posit. If It Is located In the Cripple 
Creek district. It might be worth while 
to send a sample of It to the Portland 
Cement company, Florence, Colorado.

STATE FAIB, AT PUEBLO. 


Excellent Exhibits and Good Sport— 
Program for the Week.

' Pueblo. Sept. 24.— When John W. 
Springer, president of the National Live 
Stock association, arose in the 
grand 
stand at the state fair grounds this 
afternoon, to make a speech formally 
opening the great fair, clouds of dust 
propelled by a fierce wind storm were 
playing above the spectators. 
From 


early this morning, until late this even- 
Ing, a heavy mist of dust had covered 
the city like n blanket, and the state 
fair grounds this afternoon received Its 
full share. This accounts for the small 
attendance at the grounds, less than 
2,000 people passing through the gates 
during the day, but what they lacked 


numbers they made up In enthu- 
In 
slasm. It was one of the most miser- 
able days the city has experienced In 
a long time yet those who braved the 
elements were more than repaid. The 
exhibits and the races at the fair were 
of the highest order, and event the dis- 
agreeable weather could not altogether 
take the enjoyment out of the day. 


Although Mr. Springer's speech was 


supposed to Inaugurate the falf, a large 
number of the visitors were nt the 
grounds this morning to see the exhibits 
In the pens, and In the county and gen- 
eral exhibition buildings. Live stock 
there is by the score, and some of the 
cattle and horses on exhibition are of 
the very highest possible order.. There 
Is also a large number of the highest 
grade of chickens and premiums In that 
department were awarded today. The 
fruit and vegetables and grain exhi- 
bitions are also very fine.

the Festival ot Mountain niul Plain, 
which opens In this city next Monday 
evening, and continues until Thursday 
evening Inclusive. If appearances are 
to be Judged from, this year's festival 
will by far eclipse anything ever held 
In Denver. The preparations are on a 
much larger and broader scale and the 
universal prosperity of the city Hiul 
state Is conclusive evidence to those 
who have the entertainment In charge, 
that it will be patronized as never 1bo- 
fore. 


Workmen are fast completing the 
grand stand at Fifteenth and Broadway 
and today the main part of the .struc- 
ture was being covered with huge carni- 
val color banners.

Mexico volunteers, and the cavalry by 
Major William McCleavc. First cavalry, 
California volunteers. This force was 
accompanied by 7n Tjte and Apache Indi- 
ans. In charge of Lieutenant Charles 
Itaburkorn. Jfirst cavalry. New Mexico 
volunteers whom I took witli me for that 
purpose. Lieutenant J. C. Edsur accom- 
panied me as actlns assistant adjutant 
fecntnil of the expedition. Lieutenant H 
Taylor, Fifth U. S, infantry,, as acting 
assistant quartermaster and acting com- 
missary 
of- subsistence, and Assistant 


Burgeon George S. Courtrlght, U.i S. vol- 
unteer, as surgeon to my Command. To- 
tal, .14 officers and 321 enlisted men and 
75 Indians. This force was subsisted to 
Include December 31. 18W. I deemed It 
proper to take wagons os transportation 
as far as a point known as the Adobe 
frtrt, about 200 miles east of Fort Baa- 
cnm, on the Canadian river, at which 
point I intended to form a depot and op- 
erate with pack-mules. I considered that 
the number of pack-Baddies at my dis- 
posal (100) was sufficient to transport tha 
necessary supply of subsistence to lake 
mo to the place whoro 1 expected to tind 
an Indian encampment. 
Traveled by 
easy stages on a practicable wagon road 
along tho north bank ot tho Canadian 
river; bavins to lay over on two occa- 
sions fbr one day on account of snow 
storms. On the Mth ultimo, while en- 
camped on a.creek known as the Arroya 
do la Mula, about 30 miles west of tne 
Adobe fort, I dispatched two Indian spies 
with Instructions to proceed a short dis- 
tance down the Canadian and return the 
same evening if they saw any fresh signs 
"f Indians. They returned .about ono 
hour after sundown and gave me infor- 
mation from which I concluded that there 
was u camp of hostile Klowa and Coroan- 
che Indians in my vicinity. 1 immediately 
Kave orders to have all the wagons load- 
ed and left in charge of Lieutenant Col- 
onel Abreu with the Infantry .and dis- 
mounted cavalry force, and I moved for- 
ward with my entire mounted force a"nd 
Lieutenant Pettls' howitzers. I marched 
about 15 miles that.night and again en- 
camped, and sent my aples ahead. They 
returned about.,. two hours before day- 
break, when 1 immediately-took the snd- 
dle'land continued my march down the 
river. 


About one hour after daybreak on tho 
morning of the 2oth ultimo I discovered 
a party of Indians on the opposite bank 
of the 'river, who were calling to me to 
come "over. I ordered Major McCIeave, 
with Captain Deus* company, to cross 
over and pursue them, ana I continued 
my march along tne river. Soon .after 
I discovered an Indian 
encampment 
aboyt flvc miles In advance. I Immedi- 
ately: directed Captain Fritz to advance 
with his company and act In conjunction 
with .Major McCIeave, who was on the 
opposite bank of the river with Captain 
Deus' company. On hearing the report 
of firearms In front, I concluded that a 
flght had commenced and I directed Lieu- 
tenant Heath, .with his detachment, to 
advance, and I followed as fast as posal- 
blo with the artillery and Captains Willi- 
am's and Berneys*'companies. The Indi- 
ans abandoned their camp of about 150 
lodge's, but hotly contested tho ground 
between there and the Adobe fort, a dis- 
tance of about four miles. At tills point 
they took' a position and made a stand. 
They made several severe charges on 
Major McCIeave's command before my 
arrival-with the artillery and the .other 
companies, but wore gallantly repulsed. 
,On ,my arrival on ,the ground J ordered 
the artillery'to take a, position'and the 
engagement ceased for a short time. 
'Finding: it-impossible, on account of tho 
ibrolcenrdowii' condition.- of my cavalry 


horses, to capture any of the, stock which 
the Indiana had in Ihvlr pmes^ton. 1 gnvc 
oulers 10 unsaddle and Hie men to liuvu 
breakfast. It being my Intention to re- 
turn and destroy tho 
Indian 
village 


through which I had passed, on looking 
through my glnsa t discovered a largo 
force of Indians advancing from another 
village about tnrec miles oust of Uio 
Adobe fort. In tills village there were nt 
least 350 lodges. 


1. immedifltcly ordered the command to 


saddle and tho companies to take, a posi- 
tion. In a short' time I found myself sur- 
rounded, by nt least 1,000 warriors, mo\mt- 
ea on Hrst class liorsoH. They repeatedly 
charged . my command 
from 
different 
Poinjs, but wore Invariably repulsed with 
great loss. The two mountain howitzers 
under Lieutenant Pnttls, ilM Rood st-rvico 
•and finally drove the enemy out' of 
r-unso. Tho Indian* aim remained In my 
vicinity and I conjectured Unit it was 
their object to keep me In my' Position 
ut the Adotro fort, If possible, until night 
that they might have an upjiortimilv to 
carry oft their lodges and provisions 
from their village, also some, stock that 
they.hnd left behind .them In thoir re- 
treat. I therefore determined to return 
to the village, and destroy It. I now 
Bttvo orders for Captain Prltz to protect 
my right flanlt' with his company dis- 
mounted ana deployed as Hklrmlshers; 
Captain William's and a part of Captain 
Deus' company on the 
loft 
Hunk, ami 
Captain Bcrney's and Lieutenant Heath's 
detachment arid a part of Captain Deus' 
company in tlie same manner to protect 
tile/rear. In this manner. ]. commenced 
my march on the village. The .Indians 
seeing my object, again advanced, with 
the; evident intention of . saving .'their 
village and property it possible. Now 
commenced the • most severe lighting of 
the day.. The-.Indians charged so re- 
peutcdly and with such desperation that 
for some tlmo I had serious doubts for 
tho-safety-of my rear, but the coolness 
witu wmcn they: were received, by Cap- 
tain Berney's command und the steady 
ana constant nro poured into them caused 
them to retire upon every occasion with 
great slaughter. 


The Indians now.finding It impossible to 


Impede my march 
by 
their repeated 
charges, set nro.to the valley in my rear. 
which was composed of lone grass and 
weeds, .and tfio wind being favorable It 
burned, with-great fury and caused my 
rear to close up nt double-quick. I Im- 
mediately saw their object and had the 
valley flred in my front to facilitate my 
march. 1 then retired to a piece of ele- 
vated ground on my right flank- upon 
which the grass was short and upon 
which I knew I was out of danger "from 
the lire.. Here the Indians again advanced 
under cover of the fire and smoke which 
raged with great fury, but my artillery 
being In 'position they were-again rg< 
pulsed with, great slaughter. The flBhtlne 
was constantly kept up In rear until I 
arrived within about 600 yarrta of'tho In- 
dian vlllqge, when the Indians made a 
charge forward for tho purpose of rescu- 
ing a part of their property. However a 
fow shells from my howitzer, which wero 
Immediately put In position, drovo them I 
yelling-from ^the ground and thn entire 
vllmge-,and stores-were in my possession i 
I':then-proceeded to destroy the vllingo 
and stores, amounting to'about 150 lodges 
of tlie best manufacture, a large amount : 
at flrled meat, berries, buffalo robes, | 
powder, cooking utensils, etc., also a bug- ; 
gy arid spring- wagon, the property of 
Slerrlto or Little Mountain, the Kiowa ' 
chief of tho Indians which I engaged. 
The principal riumber'.were ICIowas, with 
a small number of Comanohos, Apaches 
andtArapahoes.-all or which were armed 
with rifles,, and. I must say that they act- 
ed with more daring and bravery than 
I have over before witnessed. The en- 
gagement commenced about 8:30 a. m. and 
lasted I,may say, without intermission 
until sunset, during which time I had two 
soldiers killed 
and ten wounded, and 


ono Indian killed and five wounded and a 
lajgo number of horses wounded (see In- 
closed list). It Is Impossible for me to 
.form a correct estimate o£ tho enemy's 
loss, but from the number which I saw 
fall from their horses during tho engage- 
ment I cannot call it less than 60 In killed 
and wounded. I flatter myself that I havo 
taught these Indians a severe lesson, And 
hereafter they will bo more cautious how 
they engage a force of civilized troops. 


The officers and men engaged acted with 
tho-utniost coolness during the flght and 
my entire command showed promptitude 
in carrying out my orders on all occa- 
sions.

1 tnko pleasure in bringing to your no- 


tice, the following officers whose conduVt 
during tho tight deserves the highest 
praise. Thoy are Major McCIeave^Cap- 
tain Fritz, Lieutenant S. Heath, Flrat 
cavalry. Cnllfornlu volunteers; Captains 
Deus ami Burney, First cavalry. New 
Mexico volunteers. .Lieutenant Pettls' 
howitzers wrre well .served and did rc- 
innrkably good service. Lieutenant J. C. 
Kdffar. First ciivtilry, New Mexico vol- 
unteers, acting assistant adjutant gen- 
eral of the expedition, 'was remarkable 
for Ills coolness ami bravery during tho 
engagement. I am Indebted to Assistant 
Surgeon Courtrlght, V. S. volunteers,-for 
hia prompt attention lo tho wounded of 
my command.. The Uto and Apaeho In- 
dians acted bravely during the day. 


The Indians seeing their village in 


flames lied to tlie lillis anil gave me no 
further annoyance. I regret very much 
that the poor condition of my horses did 
not permit me to follow them and secure 
the large amount of stock which tliey 
had In their poNscpston; also another 
village which I could observe through 
niy glass farther down ttio river.. Tho 
company commanders now reported to 
me tlmt their ammunition, was nearly 
expemUni.' I doomed it prudent to return 
and join my n-.-ifi-ojts, which I hud directed 
to follow mo slowly. About S:30 p. m. I 
came on Colonel Abrcu's command cn- 
t-am|ft;cl with the entire train on a creek 
about ten miles west of the Adobe fort. 
Here I also encamped for- the nlKht.. In 
the morning I moved my entire com- 
numil about GUO yards Cor tlie purpose ot 
procuring better grass Vor ,my animals. 
I now derided that owing to tho. broken- 
Oown condition of my cuvnlry horses and 
transportation anil the Indians having 
lied In all directions with their stock, that 
it was Impossible for mo lu chasllsn them 
further 
at 
present. Therefore, on the 


morning-of the -Tth ultimo I broke camn 
and commenced my" return trip, t havo 
traveled by easy marches In order that 
I may take all of my animals to the' fort 
It possible, and I havo arrived at this 
point without nny Incident worthy of 
note. 1 shall continue to travel slowly 
to Vort Bascom, whore 1 expect to arrive 
about tlio. ]0th liiKr.. and I will await thera 
for further Instructions from the general 
commanding.

General:—r arrived*nt this place with 


my'command on tho 10th Inst. I brought 
In all nty slock, but in a very" broken- 
down and unserviceable condition, so 
much so that it cannot possibly take the 
field In loss than six weeks. If It Is your 
Intention thut this command again take 
tho Held, as I think It should do, I would 
respectfully suggest to you not to send 
It fo'r lit least six weeks, and tliat during 
that time It be furnished wltb forago 
for alt cavalry horses and quartermas- 
ter's nvules, as they cannot be recruited 
to do good service on grass alone. And 
that while In camp at this place, or at 
the time of, starting, my present com- 
mand be reinforced by 100 mounted men, 
'or all of. the mounted men that you can 
possibly spare, and enough Infantry to 
make up tho 700 men. Also two 6-pounder 
and two 12-pounder rifled guns. This will 
make my command about .1,000 strong, 
and no .smaller command should go after 
these Indians with tho expectation of 
chastising them in a proper manner. I 
would' further suggest that this command 
be furnished .with transportation for four 
month's, subsistence from tho. time they 
reach tbo Adobe fort, at which point I 
think the depot should be established. 
In this .manner. J tilnk4iVQ JndlailS could 
be,broughCto terms, but in no other. Now 
is'the time. In- my rdplnion,- to keep after 
thuni. They must; livo on or near the 
Canadian river during the winter with 
their families .ancLs'tock, and I think that 
IE a command be-sent there ,as I suggest, 
that-by next summer the Indians can be 
brought to te'rmsJ There'are .Immense, 
quantities of-butialo In two days' travel 
of the point at.which I had the flght, and 
I think the Indians, can-be -found there 
in -large numbers. On the-day of ttio 
fight my men found In tne lodges a num- 
ber of women's and children's dresses, 
bonnets, shoes, etc.; some of.these I saw 
myself. I have since been told by Mexi- 
can traders that the Indians havo In their 
possession five white women and two 
children. 1C we can. tuko some of their 
women and children I may be able to buy 
tho white women and children from them. 
I would hero suggest that no more of 
theso traders bo allowed, to go among 
tho Indians. On tne day of the flght I 
destroyed a larffo amount ot powder,- lead, 
caps, etc., und I havo no doubt that this 
and the very balls with which my men 
were killed and wounded were sold by 
these Mexicans not ton days before. We 
saw the tracks of threo wagons going 
dowa the river, and you may bo sure they

ofBcer of the Continental army sat 
His face WHS cleanly shaven, bis-head 
adorned with a spotless powdered wig; 
close by his feet was his three-cornered 
hat.

As winter approaches all flowering 
plants', which have not previously pro- 
duced: flowers and fruit, rapidly from 
their buds, then flower and fruit. Na- 
ture knows when the tlma is limited, 
and always hastens Its processes when 
occasion demands. A short hot dry pe- 
riod In .summer will cause many plants 
to produce flowers "anil"seeds, many 
days and perhaps weelw .before they 
would have been produced .'if. :there had 
been plenty of water. Very'small plants 
will often produce flowers, when It Is 
found '• that sufficient nourishment will 
not be obtained to produce a plant of 
normal size. Tho object of the plant's 
growth Is to ripen seeds.and thereby 
Insure the continuance ,of'the species, 
and since this Is the end In ,vlew, stem 
and leaf are sacrificed and most of 
the nourishment goes to the flower. 
Examples of dwarfed plants are very 
common. 


Tno verbaslna Is often found with 
one or two large flower heads on a lit- 
tle plant only an Inch or two high. 
With the sunflower It Is much the same, 
and in fact'a.very sreat number of the 
plants which do not grow in water or 
.In very damp places are stunted and 
forced to' bloom by lack of moisture. 
It Is also true that the water plants 
hastily produce their fruit when they 
are threatened with drought. The ap- 
proach of winter also seems to hasten 
the development of tho plant. At no 
tlmo of the year does there seem to be 


so great and nuSden ohanees In the 
flora of a region as at this time. 
In 
a few days a plant that has hitherto 
not been noticed will tak< the most 
prominent place among our wild flow- 
ers. In a short tlme.lt is seldom seen 
or noticed.' The aster Is one of the 
(lowers that 1ms waited until autumn 
to produce Its flowers and It now seems 
to hurry the fruiting process In order 
to be sure of functioning before frost. 
Of autumn flowers It Is undoubtedly the 
finest. 


Blue and white are the colors found 


In the wild aster, but there are many 
different shades. Two species of blue 
asters are plentiful ut this time, one 
of which has a, much larger range than 
the others, being found in the moun- 
tains as well as on the plains. This 
plant is very 
common In Colorado 


Springs and may be distinguished by 
Its spreading and branching habit. The 
other is found only near the mountains 
and Is not branched as much as the 
first mentioned. 
. 
The Illustration shows an aster (As- 


ter rnultiflbrus, Alt.) which Is one at 
the most attractive of the wild flowers 
growing In this city. The sprays of 
pure white have attracted the atten- 
tion of all flower lovers and have woi> 
tho admiration of many. 
So many 


small white flower heads are produced 
that at a little distance the Individual 
flower heads arc not distinguished and 
It appears to bo a spray of pure white. 
It Is easily distinguished from other 


Erlgeron. . 
asters by tli« number of the flower 
heads produced on the branch, by the 
ash-colored stem and by the numerous 
small leaves Just below 
the flower 


head and of which the upper ones pass 
into bracts of the involucre which la 
the green part surrounding the flowers. 
Tho disk flowers are at first yellow but 
latsr change to purple. At night the 
ray flowers close over the disk flowers 
so that the flower heads are said to 
go to sleep. The stems are Very woody 
and qui($ brittle. 


Closely resembling the aster and not 
naturally .separated from ;lt 
Is the 


fleabane or erlgeron. The ray flowers of 
this plant are generally much narrower 
than are those of the aster, :and the

Is the disposition of the heads to bo 
solitary pf;ttt least few on the stem. 
The ray'flowers are generally white 
shading W.violet or purple. As a rule 
they bloom much earlier than the aster, 
but Brlgeron macrnnthus, Nutt., which 
Is seen In ,the illustration is now in 
hlqom.at the base of the mountains. 
It is a very attractive ,(lower, but Is 
generally found in sheltered position 
and Is by no means as plentiful as .the 
aster. Asters and crlgerons are among 
the most difficult plants to distinguish". 
The species are only classlfled by the 
difference In size and arrangement of 
the beads and .the arrangement and 
texture of the leaves and bracts.

Organized liberty, under the law and supported by the 


armed force of the nation whenever necessary, Is tho 
.result of the struggle and suffering of humanity for thou- 
sands of years. It is what wo have accomplished since our 
forefathers were savages in tho swamps or refugees In 
tho caves of northern Europe. What makes America 
better than Europe is not a larger amount of individual 
liberty, but better restraints upon individual liberty and 
better methods and safeguards of organized liberty. 


Socialism, towards wtilch the present ^tendency Is so 


strong, has its dangers, and one of tho chlefest of them fa 
the blotting out of individual Initiative and originality, 
the, subjugation of the .Individual to the tyranny of the 
majority. 
But in our countiy, antj especially In this 


state, there is little danger that socialism will prevail 
to* any dangerous extent, when its real principles and 
practical; operations become known.

against this most innocent victim and against the nation. 


But every great evil carries with it a train of bless- 


ings, and even this great calamity has its brighter side. 


The American people is apt, possibly too apt, to regard 


itself as self-sufHcient. We are inclined to look at other 
nations with the not-as-thou-art air, and to fancy that In 
our newer and freer civilization we have found a,cure 
for the evils and a solution for tho problems with which 
Europe has been beset Within the past few weeks we 
have learned in a new way the truth that all-men.are 
brothers and that the evil that has its root in the festering 
soil of the old World monarchies may ripen its fatal fruit 
within our own boundaries. The newest of the great 
nations, as well as the older, is face to face with the 
problem of human degeneracy and must seek -for its 
remedy. 


Again the American people Is too much inclined to 


partisan strife, .and too much Inclined to indulge in bitter 
suspicions of tho character and the motives of political 
opponents. President McKinley, like Lincoln and like 
Washington before him, has been the target for the most 
virulent condemnation not only of bis acts but for the 
motives that prompted them. The events of the past 
few weeks have brought to many American minds a 
sense ot shame and regret for words that have been 
spoken too often carelessly against one whom all now 
unite to honor. It would be well if the united grief of the 
nation might bring In its train a lessening of the bitter- 
ness of party strife and a larger sense of confidence in 
tne^int.egrlty and good intentions of those with whom we 
differ,in public affairs. 


"The strengthening of patriotism is another benefit 


that is already apparent. Tho attack upon tho nation 
and upon its cherished principles must rouse the spirit 
of every true American and lead him to a firmer deter- 
mination to defend the honor and the institutions of the 
republic at all hazards. 


And better than all, it we learn our lesson aright, is 


the strengthening of our reverence for the law and our 
determination to uphold It at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances. Anarchy alms at the destruction of all law

it is a continuance "of the policy,of President McKinley. 
Since the close of the great civil war no president has 
been so much the head of the whole nation as President 
McKinley has been in the past two years, and the drawing 
together of the north and the south,'the east and the west, 
In one comman bond of American brotherhood has un- 
doubtedly been a part of his intention and deliberation. 


This latter declaration of President Roosevelt,, like his 


former one,, will be met with a chorus of approval from all 
the country and will add to the confidence and esteem in 
which he is held. Statesmen do not strike repeatedly key- 
notes like.these through chance or good luck; and the 
wisdom:that sees what is best* in the mind of the people

COL JOSEPH YY. 
ADY. 


HE DEATH of Col, Joseph W. Ady, which 'occurred 
at his home Jn this city yesterday, was a distinct 
loss to this city and to the Colorado bar. No 
man, who has come here to reside, in late years 


has impressed •himself so greatly upon the people. Yet 
he struggled intensely under physical dteabiiities that 
would nave crushed a less indomitable spirit. Qplonel 
Ady'a career Is an inspiration, to every American youth. 
He went as a boy to the new state of Kansas and wit- 
nessed its pioneer struggles. Hjs whole life was spent 
there until about seven years ago when compelled to 
seek the cltmato of Coltfradu for reasons of health. At 
an early age he achieved signal,success at the bar and 
was reckoned the peer of any of the great legal lights 
who have practiced there in the past 20 years. Perhaps 
his. greatest legal achievement was the prosecution of the 
case in which the United States courts broke the great 
railroad pools. It was one of the most far-reaqhlng de- 
cisions In late years. An United states district attorney 
in Kansas, Colonel Ady. achieved a wide reputation. He 
was always an active Republican, politician and In 1893 
received the votes of his party in the state legislature for 
United States senator. 
Governor Lewelllng, however, 


issued the certificate to the Populist candidate, and Qolonel 
Ady was deprived of the seat. Added to his ability as a 
lawyer Colonel Ady was an orator of great power, and 
in Kansas, could draw crowds larger than any other pplitl- 
cal speaker,- with'the exception of John J. lugaUB. Colonel 
Ady's ability was recognized immediately after coming 
here and he was soon enjoying .the best-paid practice of 
any attorney in tae county. Because ot ill health ha has. 
not been in, active practice for some months. Like all 
truly great men he was almpla in his thoughts of life, 
Kindly and genial. He was a great lawyer, a good citizen 
and a lovlpg father.

Employers 'and employed no longer 
have personal relations with each oth- 
er; Great cities grow, while smaller 
towns remain stationary or decline In 
population. ,,A .moneyed aristocracy Is 
steadily supplanting the old equality of 
conditions, and class distinctions grow 
more rigid and prescriptive.. I remem-

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EARLY every book of cooking 


recipes contain* rdles for mak 
Ing mustard pickloe, each one 
claiming to be better than the 
others, and nine out of every ten ot 
them naming tomatoes, either green or 
ripe, as one of the requisites. To any 
one contemplating the manufacture of 
mustard pickles with the accompani- 
ment of tomatoes, I would say. "Don't!" 
Green tomatoes do not Improve either 
the appearance or the quality of the 
pickles sufficiently to compensate for 
their aeneral slopplness, and the ripe 
ones make an especially undesirable 
and untidy combination. My neighbor 
ruined an otherwise excellent "batch" 
of pickles last year by using ripe toma- 
toes, as specified In the receipt she used, 
the tomatoes being soft and mushy 
when cooked, the seeds tasteless or bit- 
ter. Experience has taught me to omit 
them altogether, writes a cooking au- 
thority In What to Eat. 
Another "Don't" I would like to Im- 
press upon housewives everywhere Is In 
regard to the omission of tumerlc In the 
mustard as u coloring agent. Many ob- 
ject to It on the ground ot unwhole- 
someness, others simply from an un- 
explained prejudice: but 
If nil could 


note, the effect of Us omlsglon on the 
nondescript combination evolved by a 
friend of- mine they would never again 
be tempted to decry it. It was with dif- 
ficulty that I summoned courage to 
taste tbe pickles with their accompani- 
ment of unpalatable looking grayish 
brown gravy. Perhaps they tasted well 
enough, but appearances were against 
them, and you all know how appear- 
ances will prejudice the palate. 
Early In my household reign I ivas 
fortunate enough to qbtaln a recipe for 
mustard pickles from a lady who had 
used It for years in making pickles for 
market. Her pickle commanded tho 
highest market price, and was always 
In demand. For the benefit of many 
lovers of this condiment I give thn rule 
below, In quantities sufficient 
for 
a 
two gallon crock of pickle: 
Two red peppers. 
Two heads cauliflower. 
Two quarts silver Bklnned onions, 
One-half peck small cucumbers (gher- 
kins). 


One pound brown sugar. 
Three-quarters pound bestimustard. 
Three quarts vinegar. 
One-half ounae celery seed. 
One-half ounce white mustard seed. 
One dessert spoonful tumerlc powder. 
One teaspoon 
each cinnamon and 
cloves. 


Five cents worth mixed . pickling 
spices. 


Put the cucumbers, onions and (pick- 


ed) cauliflower tu' suak In salt water 
over night. In the morning drain;' mix 
tumerlc powder with dry mustard, wet 
with sufficient vinegar to mix without 
lumps; put remainder of vinegar over 
the tire, adding thereto the sugar,' Seed, 
spices, etc.; carefully stir In mustard 
paste and let boll up well. Then add 
the mixed pickles (the peppers' and 
seeds chopped), and stir all together, 
After It begins to i bubble let boll well 
for live minutes.• " • « 


Tho cleanlng^'of 'old engravings re- 
quires special oai'el'und it Is sometimes 
prudent. If they are rare masterpieces, 
not to confide this operation to strange 
hands, says tho Art Amateur. We give 
a procesapf (Meaning, the result of which 
is excellent, an.d which we have seen 
adopted by one of tho most celebrated 
collectors of engravings In Paris. The 
engraving must -be soaked for twelve 
hours In a flat-bottomed baaln contain- 
ing a solution of half-ounce of carbon- 
ate of potassium In half gallon of water; 
U is then tqken out, shaken, and placed 
between two boards, heavily weighted 
down; being first carefully spread be- 
tween two sheets of blotting paper. It 
then undergoes a fresh washing by 
having a small jot of pure water played 
upon It for some hours; when It Is dip 
pod for one hour in salt water (half- 
ounce salt to half-gallon water) and 
exposed to the air for halt a day. It 
Is then washed again In clear water and 
dried between two leaves at blotting 
paper under heavy pressure. These suc- 
cessive operations are somewhat long, 
it is true, but, nevertheless, far prefer- 
able to the proceedings of the so-called 
restorers of engravings, who frequent 
ly use chloride water, which rapidly de- 
stroys the paper. Engravings BO cleaned 
are certainly very white when they 
come from the hands of the cleaner; 
but little brown spots are soon to be 
perceived on the surfaco of the pape: 
spots which It Is Impossible to make 
disappear. It Is on this account that 
paper whitened with chloride Is never 
employed for printing good engravings 
or editions de luxe of books.

COLONEL J. W. ADY. 


Col. Joseph W. Ady died at his home, 


1516 North Tejon street, yesterday aft- 
ernoon at 1:30 o'clock. Acute stomach 
trouble was the Immediate cause of 
death. 
, 


Jn the death of Col. Ady Colorado 
Springs loses one of its ablest attor- 
neys and most honorable citizens. The 
announcement bf his death came as a 
great surprise and shock'to those who 
knew him, for although he has been 
a sufferer for many years, his low' con- 
dition was not generally ImoWn, and 
was not really appreciated by those 
close to him. 
Col. • Ady had' been a 
resident of this city since 1895. He came 
here from Kansas In that year for the 
benefit of his health. He was afflicte"d 
wlth'lung trouble, and for several years 
this iwa-sn.-.fais 
sole ailment. A few 


months arprlhe lung trouble seemed 
to ha*&!5S8r.ri ilts'elf out and in Its place 
camel stoVflaeh"'trouble, and this brought 
on hlsr death.' Fbr'a year past he had 
been unable to attend to -his work at 
the office, and since last April had not 
been out oi his house. 


' -Has Had a Useful Life..: 
. 


. Col. Ady has closed a worthy career. 
He was born in Indiana on -February 
25,1851.. He received his education from 
private Instructors and then took up 
the study of law in a private .offlce. 
He attained to great proficiency In his 
chosen profession and practiced law In 
hi:, native state for about a year. 
In 1872 he went to Kansas from In- 


diana and located In Newton and there 
continued the'practice of law. In De- 
cember 1875, he was married to Miss 
Louise Parmele, the youngest daughter 
of'Pomeroy Parmele of Peorla. 111.1 '.:' 
In 1881 lie was elected to the Kansas 
!eg(slatiire «nd served In the house with 
Mr. D. N. Helzer and the late D, Heron, 
both of this 'city. In. January, 1800, 
President 
Harrison appointed him 
United States district attorney for Kan- 
sas and the Indian territory. He served 
during Harrison's administration and 
Cleveland refused to remove him, and 
although a Republican, he served un- 
der the Democratic administration for 
two years, or until, he canie to Col- 
orado. "While United States 'district at- 
torney • Col.. Ady started the -famous 
Transrrilssourl freight case . In behalf 
of the-government. • This . case 
was 
waged fiercely through all the courts 
and was finally taken- to the United 
States supreme court.- The decision In 
the supreme court was rendered .after 
Col. 
Ady hod resigned his position, but 
the: court upheld his: position and de- 
cided the case In his favor. 
It was 
a fight against an unlawful combina- 
tion of railroads on freight rates and 
stands among the celebrated legal cases 
ot the country.' Col, Ady conducted the 
case for the government practically to 
Its conclusion and the final victory was 
due to his work..

Ady was once elected United 
States' senator from Kansas, but the 
f unionists"were In control ot the legis- 
lature at the time and he was counted 
out. He contested the' election, but the 
fusjonlsts downed him and John Mor- 
ton of Topeka, his rival, was declared;

city, with his family and has made hla 
liomb; here -ever since. 
He continued 


tils practice tiere, and for three years 
was attorney for WY S. Stratton. He 
was also iattorney for Sam 'Strong as 
long as his health would permit, arid 
has acted as attorney for'a number of 
mining companies. His name has been 
connected as counsel with somo of the 
biggest mining suits In this state. He; 
was foi a time a law p'aitnei of Mr 
R. E. Lewis of this city.: In January 
of this year he entered into partner- 
ship with his old friend, Mr J W 
Sheafoi'j ;the present city attorney 'of 
this city. At the time Col. Ady's health 
was very poor and it was decided that 
he should so to Texai. He went and 
spent about six weeks there. 
While 
there he seemed to improve and he re- 
turned to this city on Apill.2 last 
After that date he never left the house 
He was-able to do a little work at his 
residence, but his offlce has not known 
him since his return from Texas. The 
work of the offlce has been carried on 
by Mr. Sheafor and Roscoe P Ady, 
the eldest son ot tho Iate lawyer, 
A Friend's Tribute. 


Mr. J W. Sheafor was an ol$ fiiend 


of Col, Ady. He knew him for about 
20 years. In speaking of him yesterday

lawyers in Colorado or Kansas, and I

This can be said of him with 
ease and without exaggeration. 
"He was a noble man. His life was 
puie and honorable. His character was 
unimpeachable. His habits tyere good, 
and altogether he wna & roan to be .ad- 
mired. He was devoted to his wife 
and family, and they in turn loved him 
dearly, In hla last days he received 
unceasing eare and watching rrom 
those,who were, near,and,dear to him,

A flre which broke out after midnight 
and raged for several hours, furnish- 
ing a magnificent spectacle for belated 
residents of Colorado Springs, destroyed 
probably $16,000' worth

principally lumber, at Rosemont,. on the 
Short Line.

Rosemontls about.32 miles from Colo- 
rado Springs on a direct line, although 
it is 26 miles by railroad.

President Slocum made the an- 
nouncement to the board that an addi- 
tional sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars had been secured for 
tills 


structure. 


Two years ago committees from tho 


'acuity and tho college, and the archi- 
tects set themselves at work to lie- 
vise a building which should meet not 
only the special needs of Colorado col- 
lege, but should also give to Colorado 


building which with Its equipment 


would furnish adequate provision for 
tho most thorough and advanced sci- 
entific Instruction. The building will 
also contain tho offices of administra- 
tion, and in fact Is to bo the center of. 
the greatly enlarged work of the In- 
stitution. 


It was found after the plans had 


been made that the one hundred thou- 
sand dollars secured was not sufficient 
Tor the erection of such a building as 
the needs oi the college required. It 
was also decided that, Inasmuch as 
this was to be the central building of 
a large group which will bo erected In 
years to come, that It should be a 
structure of great architectural beauty. 
Upon these plans the architects of the 
college have bSen working for over 
two years. The most careful study has 
been mado of the best science buildings 
In the world and tho facilities for tho 
most thorough scientific training. 


Quarter of a Million. 


When the 
estimates 
of the new 


plans were made, however, it was 
found that It would require not less 
than a quarter of a million dollars to 
erect the building'alone, aside from 
Us equipment. This is tho problem 
which has been resting on tho bonrd 
and President Slocum during the past 
months, the difficulty of which can be 
readily understood. 
The modification 


ot the building by cutting It in two 
was so serious a tiling that it seemed 
Impossible to do It. In tho meantime 
there had come to the college, through 
the generosity of Mr. Wlnfleld S. Strat- 
ton, the large natural history collection 
which had been purchased In Califor- 
nia, 
and which Is already stored at 


the college 'awaiting the completion of 
the museum room. It seemed exceed- 
ingly Important to keep this collection, 
together with the other largo collec- 
tions which the college alreaay pos- 
sesses, near the science laboratories. 
This large museum, which will be one 
of unusual public Interest and sci- 
entific value, enlarged tho problem 
which confronted' the college manage- 
ment. 


It was finally determined that there 


must be no modification of the build- 
ing, but that It should be erected In 
Its complete form, ready for the great 
work which was demanded of it. Tho 
delay upon the building ha^boon be- 
cause the board of trustees'.jelt that 
It was vastly better to wait beforo be- 
ginning the structure, hoping; that by 
vigorous efforts 
the larger sum of 


money could bo secured. 
clr « 


The wisdom ot this policy •has been 


shown by the results wblciV haVe now 
been achieved, as the additional gift 
will oriablft,' We trustees to proceed 
Immediately $lth..the erection of the 
large building.' 


The value of this cannot be over- 


estimated. President Slocum has felt 
from the vary'beginning that the policy 
of the administration must bo for the 
establishment of one.'of the leading In- 
stitutions for higher education in the 
country, rather than a college bf sec 
ond or third rate standing. 
It Is this 


policy which has brought such a rapid 
growth to tho college during the past 
few years and which has already given 
It an enviable reputation throughout 
the country. 


Will Let Contract at Once. 


Work upon the .new building will 


now proceed 
and 
the contract be 


awarded some time during tho coming 
week. 
The building Itself will cost 


something over two hundred and forty 
thousand dollars. 
It Is proposed to 


expend about forty thousand dollars 
more for apparatus and general equip- 
ment. In addition to this there Is the 
endowment fund, for scientific, work 
of fifty thousand dollars presented to 
the college by Dr. Pearsons. 


President Slocum was seen last even- 


Ing by a reporter of the Gazette and 
said that It was true that this addi- 
tional sum of one hundred .thousand 
dollars had been secured for the new 
science building. He added that "the 
value of this to the college anil to the 
young people of the state cannot be 
over-estimated^ It has been the plan 
of the board of trustees to give to the 
young people In this part of the coun- 
try Just as good an education as can 
be secured In any place In the United 
States. There are 
special, reasons 


why scientific work should be devel- 
oped here, as the development of tho 
state depends very largely on scien- 
tific training arid research. Every ef- 
fort Is being made to give the children 
of those who cannot afford to mmd 
them east Just as good an education 
as those secure who go to the older In- 
stltutlops. 
To bring this about has 


required the most persistent effort. 
great sacrifice and generous gifts, to- 
gether with the same concessions and 
consideration^ which are given to tho 
Jtlnr educational Institutions through- 
out the country, The erection of this 
building will mean more to Colorado 
college and Its educational work than 
all which has been done for It In tho 
past. It means that there Is to be at 
Colorado Springs one of the leading 
colleges of tho country. The value of 
It to the city will bo so great that 
everyone will see, that the establish- 
ment here of Colorado college was the 
most fortunate thing that has occurred 
in the history of the city. The devel- 
opment of a gruat educational Insti- 
tution is a matter of! exceeding diffi- 
culty, but oi great Importance, it will 
more and more give a character to the 
city which will be one ot Its choicest 
possessions. During the last few years 
those at the college have • felt groat 
pressure for the Increase of facilities 
for scientific work and this 'additional 
gift will enable them Immediately to 
meet this demand and furnish to young 
people as good scientific advantages 
as they can obtain anywhere In the 
country. 


"The erection of this building, how- 


ever," said Mr. Slocum, "emphasizes 
as nothing else could do, the great 
need of additional funds at the college. 
We are trying to do at the college 
what other institutions are accomplish- 
Ing with three or four times our in- 
come.

dowment funds Is becoming greater 
and greater every day.

the district court of Pueblo county, a 
complaint, setting forth. In addition to 
the grounds stated in the petition for 
mandamus, their reasons for the claim 
that the state board of assessors had 
no authority to act. and the respects in 
which such action would work irrepara- 
ble damage to them, and asked for, and 
secured, a temporary' Injunction (Pre- 
venting the state board of assessors 
from completing their attempted as- 
ses'srrient by transmitting the same to 
the different counties of the state for 
further proceedings 
by 'the local of- 
ficers. 


"After the service of the writs tit In- 
junction Issued In this case, the attor- 
ney general moved for a change of 
•venue to Arapahqe county. This mo- 
tion was argued at length on the 21st 
Instant, and Is still held by _}he court 
under advisement. 


"The granting of this writ of Injunc- 


tion seems ; to have been unexpected, 
and must have suggested to tlie attor- 
ney general 
that he was somewhat 
hasty in saying to the representative of 
the News, on August 14: 'We think we 
have the corporations well in hand,, and 
propose to profit thereby.' In ariy.'eyeht, 
it v.as not until after this Injunction 
had been granted that any disposition 
wus-manlfestcrt on the part of the state, 
.or Its legal representatives, to speed the 
mandamus proceedings, or In any way 
to hasten a'determination by the su- 
preme court of the constitutionality of 
the revenue act. 


"On September H, the attorney gen- 
eral called upon one of the legal repre- 
sentatives of the railroads and stated 
"that hi,s brief In the mandamus .case 
was ready for filing In the 
supreme 


court and that ho desired to-know when 
the railroad companies would file their 
brief. He was then told that, as the 
companies had not been brought into 
'court by the service of any scire facias, 
and as it was a matter of. common re- 
port that the state did not desire to 
speed the cause, no consideration had 
been given to the matter of filing a 
brief; The attorney general expressed 
surprise at the statement that the rall- 
oad companies were not in court, stated 
that all necessary steps to bring them 
Into court had been taken, and, sub- 
sequently, according to newspaper'.-'re- 
port, attempted to fasten upon the clerH 
of the supreme court the responsibility 
for not having had1 a scire facias is- 
sued and served upon the companies. 
A similar interview occurred between 
one of the attorney general's assistants. 
and another representative of the 'rail- 
road companies on the 15th Inst., The 
legal representatives of the state, sub- 
sequently, admitted that the railroad 
companies could not be forced to a, hear- 
ing at the present term of court, but 
suggested that they would be glad to 
stipulate for an early hearing. 
After 


consultation, it was determined to ac- 
cede to this suggestion, and thereupon, 
two stipulations were prepared by-the 
railroad companies, one In the man- 
damus case, ,and one In the Injunction 
case, and submitted for the consldbra- 
tlon of the attorney general." 


It Is stale'd, tjiat,under'the proposition 


referred to the two cases would have 
been heard'not, later than the 21st day 
of November, provided a full bench was 
then available for such hearing. 
The 
letter continues: 


"It should be noted that If the propo-
